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Usher Unionization Spreads 
In Nation-Wide Agitation 


Conferences continue in New York, with federal indict- 
ments threatened—Brooklyn, Milwaukee, Akron ushers 
walk—Philadelphia negotiations ready to start 


NEW YORK, March 19.—The battle by Local 118 of the new Theater and 
Amusement Employees’ Union for recognition by local theaters has become the 


center of a nation-wide unionization movement 


by the lower-salaried theater 


employee groups. New theater workers’ unions in Milwaukee, Akron, Philadelphia 


and San Fraficisco have already come to 


grips with theater operators. Strikes are 


on in Milwaukee and Akron and in this city. Locally, Charles C. Levey, head of 


Local 118, has been conferring with the 
been pushing complaints filed with the 
Regional Labor Board. The battle has 
become very bitter, with the circuits 
conducting an open campaign to break 
the union and the union countering 
with strike threats. 


Levey threatens he will seek Federal 
indictments for the owners of 600 local 
second and third-run houses, claiming 
the operators have consistently violated 
’ the code’s 40-hour maximum provision 
for ushers. 


The battle with Loew is especially 
fierce. Loew is understood to be holding 
out for breaking the union, while some 
of the smaller circuits are reported 
willing to recognize the union. 


Meanwhile the ushers of the New 
United Theater, Brooklyn, have walked 
out and are picketing the house. They 
claim the house owes them $3800 in back 
pay under the code. The house claims 
it gets its employees thru a contractor 
and therefore is not liable. The union 
claims . recent ruling in Washington 
makes the theater responsible anyway.

No Action on Free Broadcasting 
As Radio Committee Scans Field 


NEW YORK, March 17.—Expectations 
that definite action would be taken this 
week on the question of free radio 
broadcasts came to grief as the sub- 
committee of the radio code authority 
assigned to the question continued to 
gather data from broadcasting stations 
in an effort to get the other side of 
the case. 

Legit and film code authorities in 
joint session have objected to the prac- 
tice of radio cOmpanies admitting the 
public free to broadcasts, thus, they say, 
instituting an unfair trade practice and 
meking for grez.er unemployment in 
the legit and picture tields. They met 
with the committee from the radio code 
authority in Washington last week and 
the latter went back to the full author- 
ity to thrash Sut the question. 

At present the subcommittee is can- 
vessing the stations, getting their re- 
actions to the free broadcasts and allow- 
ing for a presentation of the other side 
of fhe case. When the survey is com- 


pleted the question will be thrashed out 
in the full authority, probably some 
time next week. It is expected that a 
definite decision will be reached there. 

However, after the radio code author- 
ity states its views its committee will 
meet with legit and film comraittees in 
the newly set up joint committee of the 
three industries, and it is expected that 
body will make the final decision. 

It is felt that, even tho in favor of 
keeping the practice, the radio authority 
will make some concessions to the other 

ields. Some still persist of a possible 
nominal charge for admission to the 
broadcasts. Some versions have it as 
50 cents and 25 cents, according to loca- 
tions, and others below that. That 
would technically remove the competi- 
tion of free shows. Radio men feel that 
since their performances last only for 
the duration of one broadcast. prices 
far under those charged by legit and pix 
for full evenings’ entertainments should 
prevail.

In truth, however, altho the vote was 
cecided in favor of the membership rul- 
ing its own affairs, it does not mean 
that they now hive the right to do so. 
The incorporation papers of Local 802 
designate rule by the international of 
the AFM, of which Joseph N. Weber is 
president. This is under jurisdiction of 
the AFL, of which Weber is vice-presi- 
dent. 


As far as members of the board of 
directors are concerned, it might be pos- 
sible that changes will be made, it was 
learned ‘oday, but this is unofficial. 

The threat of having a receiver ap- 
pointed to take charge of the local also 
is believed to be a dead issue at this 
time. Further, if Local 802 should se- 
cede from AFM, such a tangle would re- 
sult that it would throw the whole 
AFM into a turmoil, because any mem- 
ber of the New York unit would run 
the chance of being barred from other 
cities where AFM dominates.

“Voice of Experience” 
This Week’s Cover Subject 


HE man who chooses to veil his 

identity with the oracular title, 

“The Voice of Experience,” is at 
once one of the most arresting and suc- 
cessful personalities on the air today. 
Here is one time the cover-subject biog- 
rapher regrets that space limitations 
imposed by policy prevent him from 
relating in detail the story of a man 
that, in sticking to truth, would run 
like a fairy tale. A few highlights in 
the career-of our subject will have to 
suffice. 

He was well along in his medical 
course and already established as a 
talented pipe organist when an auto- 
mobile accident crushed his hands, 
making impossible a continuation of 
activity in these lines. He turned his 
attention to sociology and psychology, 
spending years in research and con- 
tact with jurists and penal institutions.

After breaking records on 40 
individual stations he came to New 
York as a sustaining feature on WOR. 

On January 1, 1932, the Wasey 
Products Company started sponsoring 
his program and in April transferred 
him to Columbia’s basic network. This 
was later broadened to Coast-to-Coast 
coverage. Since September 10 new 
stations have been added, together 
with an additional program. He is now 
presented nine times weekly over a 
wide network. He receives an average 
of over 20,000 letters a week and em- 
ploys the profits from the sale of 
literature and books for carrying on 
an unusual charitable work. Every 


letter that comes to him is systemat- 
ically given attention.

Warners take step, fearing 
subsidiaries could not 
stand heavy adverse verdict

NEW YORK, March 19.—The initia- 
tive taken by Warner Brothers in offer- 
ing to settle out of court its share of 
the anti-trust suit for triple damages 
brought by Richmond-Mayer Music Cor- 
pcration against the Music Dealers’ 
Service, Inc., and its music publisher 
members, a move that was exclusively 
reported in last week’s issue of The 
Billboard, has borne bruit to the extent 
of nine of the original 12 publisher 
members of MDS settling out of court 
for a total sum reported to be in excess 
of $51,000. 


The Warner Brothers made the move 
on the ground that since the court 
ruled that only the original 12 pub- 
lishers who organized the MDS were 
liable in the action, Warner Brothers, 
who own three music-publishing sub- 
sidiaries, would have had to pay three 
times as much as any other publisher 
in the event the suit was lost. It was 
feared by the Warners that its sub- 
sidiaries, M. Witmark & Sons; Harms, 
Inc., and Remick, could not afford to 
stand the blow in the event a large 
sum had to be paid out. Mayer asked for 
over $1,000,000 in damages. 

The larg: publishers agreed to pay 
$8,000 each and the lesser houses much 
lower sums. To cate Max Mayer has a 
little less than %52,000 in sight. In 
addition to the three Warner subsidi- 
aries, other big houses that settled were 
Irving Berlin, Inc., and Shapiro, Bern- 
stein, Inc. Four lesser concerns made

Organization is “out of woods,” says Major Thompson, 
head of circuit committee — agree to finance charity 
‘ends until drive—latter to be held late in April 


NEW YORK, March 17.—The NVA is “out of the woods” as far as getting 


financial aid to continue its activities. Assistance was assured the 


organization 


this week by the committee of circuit representatives appointed by the NVA 
Fund. Major L. E. Thompson, of RKO, who heads that committee, said today 
that the circuits have arranged to take care of the NVA’s charitable activities 
pending the drive in the theaters for funds. He further said that these relief 
plans are gencrally sect, but definite details must still be worked out. Thompson, 


who was assisted on the committee by 
Moe Silver, of Warner, and Sam Dem- 
bow Jr., of Paramount, said that while 
they have okehed the annual theater 
drive they have not determined the 
exact date. He said it would probably 
be the latter part of April. It will again 
take in a full week and will be held in 
the houses operated by RKO, Loew, 


““"Warner, Paramount-Publix and Skouras, 


together with numerous indie chains 
which have also taken part in previous 
drives, 


There will again be the monster bene- 
fit show for the NVA in town here, ac- 
cording to Thompson. The date and 
the place has not been set yet. How- 
ever, it will probably be Sunday eve- 
ning, April 29, and most likely will again 
be staged at the Metropolitan Opera 
House. There is a possibility that the 
house might not be available for that 
night and, if that is so, the Roxy might 
enter into the picture. 


The most important factor in the 
NVA’s request for relief is its alleged 
need for finances between now and the 
time the drive is staged. Thompson, to 
this inquiry, stated that “arrangements 
have been made to take care of the 
charitable activities pending the drive.” 
His reference to “charitable activities” 
indicates that the circuits will not as- 
sist in running the clubhouse, which 
is a social activity. 


This year’s drive will be held later 
than the customary solicitation of funds 
as. it was always held around Easter 
week. The NVA asked the circuits for a 
loan of $100,000 to take care of its ac- 
tivities, and in consideration of that 
loan, pending the drive, is willing to 
give the clubhouse as security and 
vacate the premises.

CHICAGO, March 17.—The competi- 
tion injected into the vaude situation in 
the Loop by the recent opening of the 
Oriental Theater has proved beneficial 
to the other houses concerned. The 
Chicago Theater, which many figured 
would be adversely affected, has been 
doing a better business than before the 
Oriental opened.

NEW YORK, March 17.—RKO is ac- 
cused by Chorus Eyuity of obstructing 
eficrts to unionize the chorus at tie 
Music Hall. Chorus Equity has filed the 
complaint with the Film Code Authority, 
charging the circuit with viclating Sec- 
tion 1, Article 3, of the code. In addi- 
tion, the organization has filed charges 
with the Regional Compliance Beard 
agairst two vaude producers, Hal Sands 
and John A Schultz, claiming ccde vio- 
lations. 


Mrs. Dorothy Bryant, secretary of C. E., 
claims her organization has tried un- 
successfully to get into the Music Hall 
since January, and that on Menday a 
C. E. representative was told that Major 
Leslie G. Thompson had said the code 
does not give Chorus Eqvity the right to 
go into the theater to organize. Mrs. 
Bryant filed her complaint the same 
day. She says she was later notified by 
John C. Flinn, executive secretary of the 
code authority, that the complaint had 
come up during the weekly code meet- 
— but that no decision had been 
made. 


In the complaint against Sands, Cho- 
Tus Equity claims Sands’ Little Show 
tabloid laid off for one week of rehears- 
als between its opening and clcsing week 
and that the unit was told the lay-off 
week would be paid later. Chorus Equity 
asks $21 for each of the 12 girls on the 
basis Of $3 a day layoff for one week. 

The complaint against Schultz, who 
has since gone to the Coast, ciaims his 
unit, Gossips of 1932, violated the clause 
on tehearsals (Article 4, Section 3, 
Clause B). It claims the seven-girl 
troure rehearsed two weeks and played 
Only one week. It asks for $35 apiece 
for each girl. which is the code mini- 
mum for traveling units.

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N. Y. License Commissioner Has 


Plan To Boost the Fee and Bond 


NEW YORK, March 17.—Commission- 
er Paul Moss, of the License Depart- 
ment, has in mind to increase the 
revenue of his department by increasing 
the fee of the theatrical employment 
agency by $75. However, he intends 
giving the agency protection for that 
added boost in the fee. He also is de- 
sirous of boosting by $1,500 the bond an 
agent posts. Another amendment he 
intends making to the agency laws of 
1910 is that violations would constitute 
@ misdemeanor and licenses would be 
subject to revocation. 


The commissioner had some of his 
men make the rounds of a list of 38 
agencies deemed reliable. They were 
asked what they thought of a plan to 


Pay $100 fee a year instead of $25 and 
post a bond of $2,500 instead of $1,000. 
For these increases they were to be giv- 
en the assurance that their business 
would be made staple and that they 
would be given protection on payoffs 
and other evils with which they are now 
confronted. The 38 solicited were for 
this plan practically 100 per cent. The 
investigators did not say they were from 
the commisstoner’s office, but said thev 
were delegated to get these opinions 
fiom @ senatorial committee. 

Another list of agents was canvassed 
aiso, but this was a list marked n. g. at 
the commissioner’s office The differ- 
ence in answers from these agents was 
seen in the fact that 82 per cent of 
them were not in favor of that plan.

Capitol, New York

(First Show) 

It’s a land-office biz that the Capitol 
is going to do at its box office this week 
and, you pix-minded folks, the flesh will 
be solely responsible. Of course, there’s 
need for Jimmy Durante, Polly Moran 
and Lou Holtz, with Armida and 30 
Sara Mildred Strauss Dancers thrown in. 
The pix is Spencer Tracy in The Show- 
Off. At the opening show the house was 
jammed tight, with standing-room ropes 
all over the place, and the reception 
that Durante and his cohorts got would 
be salve enough for all the troupers put 
together. Really a superb show but 
needs a trimming on its 74-minute run- 
ning time, needs some censorship and 
additional fixing here and there. 

Durante and Holtz even go in for 
opening the show. Not as a couple of 
acrobats, but each doing the other’s 
stuff. Durante wields the cane and 
talks like an uptown yankee doodle, and 
Holtz sports a prop schnozzola, throws 
hats and pulls gazinta gags and all. 

The Strauss Dancers, replacing the 
Hale troupe this week, are as fine a 
ballet bunch as you would want. They 
lean towards futuristic effects. In this 
spot they do an impressive number 
which has something to do with hell 
and heaven. 

Holtz, an unbeatablé m. c. for a 
Broadway house, comes on to do some 
builder-upping. He got a rise for the 
Strauss kids, told some of his dialectic 
stories and how they got the show to- 
gether on short notice, and wound up 
with a sendoff for Polly Moran. 

Polly, in this spot for 13 minutes, is 
not so forte. She’s okeh in ensuing 
pieces of business with the other prin- 
cipals, but on her own this way she’s 
bad. No material, and the stuff she 
uses is the usual Hollywoed blah which 
gets Om your nerves. Her delivery is 
there. She hokes it up and uses a 
Toity-Toid street type of lingo. Even 
sings. 

The Strauss Dancers, after another 
sendoff by Holtz, revive The Last 
Roundup, but fortunately as dancing 
and not via the mike. All arm waving 
and writhing of bodies with a keen ob- 
servance of precision. The number is 
dressed and lighted well. 

This preceding number gives Holtz 


and Miss Moran reason enough to come 
cut in the guise Of a couple from the 
wide open spaces. They sang a lot of 
lyrics comparing a virgin to West Vir- 
ginia skies. Polly does a hillbilly dance 
between each lyric. 


Armida got a nice mitting for her 
solo efforts and work with Holtz. She 
has a world of personality, that Latin 
pep, and applies it effectively to singing 
and dancing as well as cute comedy. 
Got a lot of laughs with Lou. 

One of the Oldest skits is revived in 
this position, with Durante, Holtz and 
Miss Moran working it. It’s that non- 
sense about a boss wanting a Spanish- 
speaking employee, and the windup has 
the trio swearing at each other in 
Jewish. 


Then comes Durante and for 20 min- 
utes the house was a bedlam. He's his 
old self, singing such old favorites as 
Hello, C'n Garbo Do Witout Me and 
Inka Dinka Doo. Still picks on the pit 
boys and flings his hats. Then there's 
such gags as the guy who was a bum 
even when the boom was on and that 
“everybody off” story pertaining to the 
flies on the guy’s schnozzola. You can’t 
help loving Jimmy and his work. 
Works the finale with Strauss troupe, 
end then for the real finish Durante 
leads a schnozzola number and takes 
the principals for a stroll on the run- 
way. This brought them right into the 
audience, with the result that every- 
body on the lower floor was yelling to 
Jimmy,-shaking hands with the quartet, 
all standing up, and a demonstrative few 
even throwing hats to the stage.

Talent in Chi 
Is Plentiful 


Big names grace class 
spots, but fly-by-night cafe 
owners make things tough 


e 

CHICAGO, March 17.--Not in many 
years has there been as much cafe and 
night club work for performers and mu- 
siclans in Chicago as there is at the 
present time. With prcbibition repeal 
there came a flood of new cafes, large 
and small, all using entertainment in 
one form or another, and the number 
has steadily grown until today there are 
more cafes and taverns using entertain- 
ment than ever before. 


This dces not mean that Chicago at 
the present time is a bonanza for per- 
formers. As a matter of fact, the situa- 
ticn is not a healthy one. Many of the 
spots that have opened are of the fly-by- 
night type that operate for a time, then 
close owing everybody. 


Then there are hundreds of others 
remairing in business, but “chiseling” 
the talent they hire, paying extremely 
Small money or, if they can get away 
with it, rone at all. These undesirable 
spots have worked a hardship on the 
legitimate cafes is well as On the per- 
formers. Many of them are operated 
under the wing of ward politicians, 
enabling them to get by with all sorts 
of skullduggery that is fast giving the 
<«ntire business a black eye. The busi- 
ness attracted to these undesirable spots 
cuts into patronage of the legitimate 
night clubs and so makes the going all 
the harder for them. One result is low- 
ered salaries for entertainers. 


But even with the many chiseling 
spots to contend with, the performers 
have found conditions better this winter 
than for several years past. Their pay 
is smaller but work is more plentiful 
and in the end the perfcrmers profit. 

Lowering of salaries has enabled the 
better night clubs to present more elab- 
orate shows and a better grade of talent 
than they have in the past, and this 
has made Chicago a mecca for the better 
grade of club entertainers. Plenty of 
big names have graced the rosters of the 
Palmer House, Chez Paree, College Inn 
and other class spots this wirter, and 
among the supporting artists are many 
performers of note in the vaude, musical 
comedy, screen and radio flelds. 

Even in the smaller cafes there may 
be found many entertainers who In more 
prosperous ycars have occupied an envied 
position. But they are working for small 
money new and glad to have steady 
emplcyment. The opering of large num- 
bers Of taverns has caused an influx of 
talent of varying degrees, and at present 
there is an oversupply of entertainers 
of nearly every kind. 


Efforts are being made by ‘legitimate 
cafe owners to bring about a healthier 
condition, but they sre up against the 
opposition of the element that lives off 
the graft collected from the little fel- 
lows. With the World’s Pair just a few 
months away, efforts to stabilize the 
business are being redoubled, bt to date 
the politicians retain the upper hand, 
and with tens of thousands in sight in 
rakecffs they are making a determined 
effort to keep a strangle hold on their 
source of revenue. 


N. Y. Food Workers’ Strike

NEW YORK, March 17.—There is a 
strong possibility that the food workers’ 
Strike against the big hotels here may 
flare up again next week. Under a

ASCAP 
genera) manager. Chief aim of broadcasters 's to avoid signing new contracts at the 


lest minute, something that happened to 
which to fully iron out difficulties that 
will naturally arise. The chain officials 
have sought to gain headway for many 
months now, altho they believe they are 
being hampered somewhat by influential 
broadcasters who wish to take their 
chances with a victory ultimately ex- 
pected as a result of the action filed 
against ASCAP in the United States Dis- 
trict Court in Philadelphia by the own- 
ers of WIP. 

Broadcasters seeking to negotiate for 
the new licenses, or establish a yardstick 
upon which to base the new music 
license fees, state that they are seeking 
to have Isaac D. Levy and others with- 
draw the WIP suit. In addition to WCAU 
and other interests, Levy is a heavy 
stockholder in the Columbia Broadcast- 
ing System. If the future could be fore- 
told and the outcome of the pending 
WIP action known the rest would be 
easy, but since no one seems to have 
this faculty, one chain official places the 
broadcasters dilemma in the same 
category as a holder of lottery ticket for 
which a cash offer has been made. If 
the holder sells out he fears he 15 
passing up an opportunity to make a 
killing. The broadcaster's lottery ticket 
is the pending WIP action and he doesn’t 
know whether to call the suit off and 
cash in on the extra time in which to 
negotiate and iron out rough spots or 
stake all on a possible victory. 

The drawback to the suit is that no 
definite date as to trial is known and 
after it is called there is nothing to 
prevent one side or the other availing 
themselves of an adjournment or two. 
Thus do those anxious to get things 
started see valuable time dwindling away, 
time which may prove costly later on.

ET Service [s the End of Solid 
Group Selling, Say NBC Salesmen 


Broadcasting Company salesmen to a 
man presented a solid front against 
the newly enlarged electrical tran- 
scription plans of NBC at a two-hour 
meeting held Wednesday, when the 
presentation was made to the sales 
force for the first time. Up until then 
Roy C. Witmer, Eastern sales manager, 
and E. P. H. James, in charge of sales 
promoticn, were the only two of this 
department that were in the know. 

When the plans were formulated Wit- 
mer represented the sales department, 
but, as it develops, did not teke any of 
the salesmen into his confidence and get 
their reaction to the then proposed plan. 

Witmer did not attend the Wednesday 
meeting, and James mace a half-hour 
presentation of the enlarged scope of 
the NBC Local Service Bvreau. The next 
hour and a half was spent by the sales 
force in shooting the plan full of holes. 
From the salesmen’s point of view the 
ET scheme is loaded with bugs and they 
revealed that their various problems had 
not heen taken into consideration, each 
of them having clients who had been 
waiting for just such an out as NBC 
branching out into the spot broadcast- 
ing btsiness. 

The sales force presented concrete evi- 
dence that the selling cf spot broadcast 
time around the covntry by NBC was 
contrary to all of the work they had 
done during the last several veers in 
forcing clients to buy solid chains or 
nothing. After fighting off the resist- 
ence to the buying by sponsors of com- 
plete chains in whatever part of the 
nation they wanted to cover, NBC now 
informs then. that they can buy two 
out of a possible eight outlets in a 
locality and use disks on the others or 
those that they wish to usce. By split- 
ting up groups the sponsor has an op- 


portunity to cover certain localities 
much cheaper than the regular rate of 
using a complete group and thus the 
salesrren S3e the beginning of the end 
of selling solid networks. 


A decided blow to live talent is also 
indicated. in the opinion of the rebel- 
licus sales force, which further sees 
great days ahead for the Columbia 
Broadcasting System, which may back 
out of the ET angle altogether, since it 
really has no cause to bite off its nose 
to spite its fact in effort to knock off 
organized ET egrovns. As far as the 
salesmen can see, NBC is doing fine in 
being ahead of last year’s sales by a 
wide margin and instead of letting this 
record stand is stopping its apple cart 
beside the road and unscrewing the hub- 
cap. CBS, they now figure, which can 
clear 80 stations at the crack of the 
whip, does not need any ET angles, altho 
it is realized that NBC despite the huge 
networks it sells canrot quickly clear 
anywhere near the CBS number of out- 
lets. 

Last but not least, another peeve is 
the fact that no provisions for ET 
commissions were mode for the sales- 
men, altho they were given a small com- 
mission as well as their salary upon re- 
cent recommendation cf Trade Ways. 
Inc., the efficiency service overhauling 
NBC. Trade Ways, incidentally, was 
against NBC going into the ET businbss 
orn an enjarged scale. Licyd Thomas, 
Mark Woods, Don Withycomb, Roy C 
Witmer and John Royal comprise the 
admiristration committee of the new 
version of the NBC Local Service Bureau, 
which was outlined in last week’s issue 
of The Billboard. E. P. H.. James and 
WC. Roux will act as functioning com- 
mittee. .

Johnson Studies Code Authority 
Report on Labor-Working Hours 


WASHINGTON, March 17.— Adjust- dollars represented in wages paid on 


ments in connection with the matter of 
the hours of !abor, wages and working 
conditions of broadcast technicians may 
be expected soon now that a report has 
been made by radio code authority to 
General Hugh S. Johnson, NRA ad- 
ministrator, on this subject as required 
under Article VI, paragraphs 4 and 10 
(b) of the code, following compilation 
of data furnished in questionnaires sent 
out to technicians, executed and re 
turned by them to James W. Baldwin, 
executive secretary of the code author- 
ity. This report was made within the 90 
days indicated under paragraph 4. It 
is exhaustive and shows that the num- 
ber of broadcast technicians regularly 
employed on a full-time basis at 476 
stations reporting increased from 1,793 
cn July 1, 1933, to 2,006 on December 16, 
1938. This was an increase of 213, or 
119 per cent. This represents, it is 
pointed out, an increase in employment 
not from a reduced level, but an increase 
from a level not materially below the 
all-time peak of employment. This 
peak, it is shown, was reached in 1931 
rather than in 1929, the latter the peak 
time for mest industries. 

A reduction in the average number of 
man hours per week for all broadcast 
technicians on full time is shown of 4.8 
man hours per week, or 9.8 per cent by 
reporting stations from July 1 to De- 
cember 16, 1933. Likewise the average 
man hours per week for broadcast tech- 
nicians licensed to operate radio broad- 
cast transmitters was reduced in this 
same period by 5 man hours, or 10.2 per 
cent. The report of Baldwin carries an 
interesting formula which was used to 
obtain average man hours per week. 

Weekly pay rolls from July 1 to De- 
cember 16, 1933, as to technicians regu- 
larly employed on a full-time basis were 
increased by 21.1 per cent, the figures in 


July 1 having been $58,807.03, and on 
December 16 $871,243.61. Tables fur- 
nished show that for the week ending 
July 1 wages received by the 1,793 tech- 
nicians at 476 stations ranged from one 
at $139.50 to one at $7, and that like 
wages for the 2,006 technicians employed 
on December 1 ranged from one at 
$139.50 to one at $8. 

Still other information furnished in 
the report includes the names of com- 
mercial radio stations located within 
the United States from which no replies 
were received to the questionnaire, 34 in 
number, statistics in respect of hours of 
labor by classes of stations, comment on 
the lack of positive proof in all cases of 
compliance with the wage provisions 
contained in the code in respect of 
broadcast technicians, a table showing 
by classes of stations weekly wage sched- 
ules of technicians for the week ending 
July 1, and a like table as to the week 
ending December 16, and a iot of other 
detail as to technicians, the character 
of their service, the classes of sta- 
tions, etc. 

These includes figures on weekly wage 
schedules of technicians for weeks end 
ing July 1 and December 16, respectively. 
Information furnished the code author- 
ity on which to base the report in 
question was taken from sworn state- 
ments made by members submitting 
questionnaires, executed.

Here is a first-rate example of how to 
build a sustaining program that is 
bound to go commercial if successful, be- 
cawse the concrete procf will be there 
to show the prospective sponsor. If it 
doesn’t go so hot, there is nothing to 
prevent the station taking it off after a 
Short trial. It’s a hundred-to-one shot 
that the program will be sold just as 
s0cn as the first two weeks’ mail is avail- 
able, if not sooner. The basic idea of 
club membership is not new to com- 
mercials, but it is rather unique in a 
Sustaining, and that is why the ulterior 
motive seems to be lurking somewhere 
in the background. An unkeyed sustain- 
ing, no matter how gcod, may still lack 
the incentive for a listener to write in, 
and consequently there is little if any 
Sales argument to present to a client. 

Program is conducted by Bob Pierce, 
as Captain Bob, who vigorously proceeds 
to organize an aviation club whose 
membership is to be composed of boys 
between the,ages of 10 and 18 He pre- 
sents his case forcefully, yet smooth 
and clearly. The first “official” meeting 
is the opening broadcast, and to those 
who wish te write in and join, a real 
scale model airplane blve print will be 
sent, enabling the member to make a 
model of any of the leading planes now 
in the air. While it is a fascinating 
pastime, Captain Bob warns that fooling 
around with the models and becoming 
interested in aviation may change the 
course of one’s life. He recited the in- 
stances of the New York Model Airplane 


_ Club, which used to meet some years 


ago in Vin Courtlandt Park, and then 
listed nearly a dozen members who, 
when they grew up. became important 
figures in aviation circles, holding down 
big jobs with government and private 
aviation organizations. 


Also & copy of a w.-k. aviation maga- 
zine is to be sent to each member and 
the club insignia, wines which can be 
Worn in the lapel of the coat. Further, 
the club will te affiliated with the Na- 
tional Areonautical Association, and its 
members will be junior members of the 
big-time outfit.

Radio in London 


By JOE HOFFMAN 


(Editor’s Note: This is the first of a 
series by Mr. Hoffman, who is abroad 
with the Cab Calloway Crchestra.) 


It was our original intention, while in 
London, to comment thru this column 
on the radio situation in this country. 
Since arriving here, however, we have 
discovered ‘hat there is really no “radio 
Situation” whatever on this side of the 
Atlantic, and therefore there is nothing 
much to comment on. 

The British realize the shortcomings 
of their “wireless,” so-called, when com- 
pared to the radio industry in the States. 
They dislike it, decry it, pcke fun at it, 
but refvse to become excited about it. 
If that’s what the government offers 
pe Weng that is what they are going 


We were privileged on March 3, the 
day after our arrival in this country 
with the Cab Calloway Orchestra, to 
witness first band the broadcasts of the 
British Broadcasting Corporation as well 
as inspect some of its studios. On the 
evening of March 3 we interviewed Cab 
Calloway over B. B.C. with a reported lis- 
tening audience of 10,000,000. It was 
during a weekly program titled In ond 
About Town Today, wherein famous ar- 
rivals in London are interviewed, as well 
as some of the better-known Lonconers. 

The B. B. C. appears as closely guarded 
as the royal palace. Visitors are barred. 
When it becomes known that a celebrity 
is to broadcast the fans line outside the 
building anxious for autographs and pic- 
tures. Records, Or gramaphones as they 
are known here, appear to be the main 
forte of the B. B. C. They are used 
repeatedly as filler-inners, so to speak, 
when an “in persor.” air attraction is 
jacking. They are also wsed for the 
“breaks” between the guest speakers and 
artists. 


INTEREST AT LOW EBB 

They refuse to become excited about 
their radio, however, or its programs, in 
any manner shape or form. In the 
States it is common for people to ask, 
“When is Cantor on?” or “How was War- 
ing last night?” Here nokody mentions 
radio at all, except when it is brought 
up as a basis of comparison with the 
radio industry in the Ststes. 

In New York and other big cities in 
America it is cOmmon to find entire 
hotels equipped with radios, and the 
hotels so equipped need not necessarily 
be of the best. But here not even the 
finest hotels are equipped with radios. 
The Dorchester Hotel. known as one of 
the best on the entire continent, is with- 
out redics. Out of dozens of Londoners 
this repcrter met, but two had radios. 
One listened to it irregularly, the otner, 
one of the best known orchestra con- 
ductors on this side, confessed that dur- 

the last six months he tuned in 
only once, when he was ill and his own 
orchestra was scheduled to broadcast. 

Giving a rough estimate, it appears 
that 70 per cent of the week’s programs 
are devoted to speakers. The rest to 
gramaphone record; and orchestras. The 
latter are usually heard after 10 or 10:30 
in the evening, rarely ever befcre. 

Englishmen who return to their coun- 
try after a visit to America envy the 
radio broadcast of the States. A few 
belittle it because of its advertising, but 
they are in the minority. In fact, glanc- 
ing thru some of the papers one often 
finds on the editorial page letters from 
readers who have been to the States 
writing in to ask why something can’t 
be done about the English broadcasts. 

The estimate of 10,000,000 listeners 
for the Cab Calloway In and About 
Town program was given because this 
program is acknowledged the most povu- 
lar of the week. Compare this to the 
most popular program of the week in 
the States, where you will find upwards 
of 25,000,000 listeners! 

The British radio will undoubtedly 
continue along present lines fcr a num- 
ber of years yet, if it will ever be 
changed at all. The English people, for 
the mcst part, refuse to take it seriously, 
whether g0od or bad. Perhaps they have 
had no incentive to enthuse.

“The House Is Haunted” 


By Billy Rose and Basil G, Adlam. 
Published by Donaldson, Douglas & 
Gumble, Inc., New York. 


As one hurriedly gleans from the title 
of this song an eerie something was cer- 
tainly intended by the writer of the lyric, 
Billy Rose. This in our opinion has been 
cleverly and capably sustained. In addi- 
tion plenty of thought and imagination 
have been employed in the construction. 
Original touches here and there lift it 
out of the ordinary. With the theme in- 
volved more perfect coalition might have 
been possible. The composer in order 
to create a touch of mystery which the 
subject suggests has failed to tune in 
acceptably with his collaborator, thereby 
making it too complicated for popular 
consumption.

(and in some cases fought over) at the 
hearings. 

Among the chief suggested changes 
were a new system of dealing with 
ticket brokers, brought up by the Code 
Authority itself, and a suggestion for an 
arbitration board for the industry, sug- 
gested by the managers and opposed by 
the stagehands, scenic artists and other 
labor groups. 

The ticket broker situation has always 
been the sorest point in the present 
code, with the authority trying vainly 
to regulate the resale of ducats. The 
amendment, which says it is aimed at 
upholding the interest of both the pub- 
lic and the theater in an effort to stop 
fraud, seeks to erect a special bureau, 
urder the Code Authority, thru which 
all tickets would be distributed to bro- 
kers, Only brokers adhering to the pro- 
visions of the code would be entitled 
to receive them. All tickets would be 
identified and penalties would be pro- 
vided for the resale of such tickets at 
prices above the scale set in the code, 
or for the sale of tickets other than 
those delivered to the agency by the 
Code Authority bureau. This changes 
the present provisions by permitting an 
agency buy, while setting up real ma- 
chinery to restrict the resale price and 
punish violations. 


It is virtually certain that this amend- 
ment will be written into the new, or 
revised, code, since the government it- 
self is determined that the ticket abuses 
must stop, and since both the present 
code provision and the present setup 
of the Code Authority have demonstrated 
that they are unable to cope with them. 

The other major suggestion provides 
for the setting up of a permanent 
arbitration board within the industry, to 
deal with labor problems and the like, 
whose decision would be final. This is 
something that the managers have al- 
Ways sought from the stagehands and 
others whose demands have been con- 
sidered exorbitant and unfair, but which 
the labor groups have always refused 
to cede. The latter are, of course, op- 
posine the proposed amendment and its 
final adoption would seem to be in grave 
doubt. 

A revision suggested by Equity in- 
cludes a new statement of the position 
of junior and senior actors under the 
salary provisions of the code, a point 
about which Equity has had some fears, 


but which has not yet been flagrantly ° 


abused, if at all. The amendment would 
provide that an actor, two years after 
his first performance in either a legit 
or stock engagement, would be entitled 
to senior standing. No opposition to this 
is expected. . 


Both Equity and Chorus Equity are 
supporting a proposed amendment which 
would limit the amount of rehearsal 
time, another question that has been a 
sore spot with the actors’ organization. 
In the hurry to complete the present 
code, a clause was written in providing 
that a fair maximum number of hours 
for rehearsal be agreed upon later, but 
to date the managers have made no 
suggestion as to what might be a fair 
Maximum, in spite of the repeated in- 
sistence of Equity that they take up the 
question. The amendment, if passed, 
would provide that there be only eight 
hours of rehearsal time a day, the eight 
hours to be consecutive from the time 
of the first call. with an hour qut for. 
lunch. This, however, would not be 
figured from the time of the general 
call, but from the call for each in- 
dividual actor. 

The stagehands and scenic artists have 
suggested, against the opposition of 
Equity, a new definition for circuit and 
rotary stock. The amendment provides 
that resident stock be established by 
actual residence, plus the performance 


of more than one play in the locale of 
residence. Rotary and circuit stock 
would be defined as an interchangeable 
plan of stock companies as defined above. 
Equity has taken exception to this def- 
inition, suggesting the writing in of @ 
clause allowing members of Equity to 
deal with stock managers according to 
Equity rulings, and not according to 
the definitions and regulations laid down 
in the suggested amendment for the 
other unions. 

Another new definition suggested is 
that applying to amateur and little 
theaters. It would define them as any 
theater not engaged in playing for profit 
and not employing a professional cast. 
This is certain to be approved. 

The hearings on the proposed changes 
will start at 10 a,m., March 28, and will 
be presided over by Deputy NRA Ad- 
ministrator William P. Farnsworth. They 
will be held in the Carlton Room at 
the Carlton Hotel, Washington.

NEW YORK, March 17.--Sailor, Beware, 
still continues at the Lyceum, with its 
threatened mutiny now over. The row 
started when the management asked the 
cast to accept a 30 per cent cut on those 
weeks when the show failed to break 
even. The cast refused, and the man- 
agement handed out three notices, to 
Paul Huber, Josephine Evans and Rod 
Maybee. In retaliation the entire cast 
posted notice, which would have meant 
the closing of the show tonight unless 
the management could fill the parts. 

Charles Robinson and Kenyon Nichol- 
son, the authors, arrived from the South 
on Monday, and everybody went -into a 
huddle Monday night. The result was 
a compromise, with the cast agreeing to 
take a cut of some extent, according to 
reports, altho the exact amount was not 
given out. 

Equity sent a’ representative to the 
negotiations, but the whole thing was 
settled amicably without Equity inter- 
ference. 


NEW YORK, March 17.—The Drama- 
tists’ Guild has appointed a committee 
to seek out ways and means of chang- 
ing the present basic agreement with 
producers to provide for sale of picture 
rights before a play’s legit production, 
which is denied under the present ar- 
rangement. Committee will merely 
make suggestions. Understood that 
majority in the Guild are against such 
changes anyhow. ‘

NEW YORK, March i7.—Implied oh- 
jections to the competition of free CWA 
shows, expressed in a resolution sent to 
General Johnson by the legit and film 
Code Authorities, came in for attacks 
from CWA officials this week, and from 
Frank Gillmore, president of Equity. 
Equity has been spcensoring the CWA 
circuit of shows, which have provided 
work thus far for approximately 400 
actors and which have been touring a 
subway circuit of schools and audi- 
toriums. 


Gillmore defended the CWA shows on 
the ground that they not cnly gave em- 
ployment to needy actors, but that they 
alsO awakened interest in the theater 
emong audiences that had never seen 
legit shows before. “As far as the pro- 
fessional legitimate theater is con- 
cerned,” he said, “these performances 
are actually recruiting future audiences,” 
He added that investigation had shown 
that many of the people attending the 
CWA shows had never before witnessed 
the performance of a play. His state- 
ments are borne out at scme length in an 
article in the current issve of Equity 
Magazine, in which the results of the 
investigation are c'ted. 


Dr. Henry Moskowitz, speaking for the 
legit Code Authority, said yesterday that 
the authority had never thought of con- 
demring the CWA work, and that it was 
heartily in accord with any plan that 
might furnish relief to the actors The 
resolution merely was opposed to the ad- 
ministration of CWA funds in a manner 
that might compete with the profession- 
al legitimate theater. It was, he 
stressed, a matter of administration only.

In the opinion of this far from infallible carner, Yellow Jack, the play which 
Sidney Howard wrote around the yellow fever chapter in Paul de Kruif’s Microbe 
Hunters and which Guthrie McClintic brought beautifully to the Martin Beck 
Theater, is one of the grandest experiences in the theater of this or any other 
season. It was, to this reporter, breathtaking, magnificent and stirring, dealing 
2s it did excitingly, interestingly and authentically with one of the most romantic 
episodes in the history of the race, the fight between men and microbes. And 
yet a few minor defects were noted. It is interesting to note further that two 
of things to which this reporter took exception were last-minute changes, made 
before or during the play’s dress rehearsal. 

Specifically, they were the omission of Noguchi, the great and martyred Jap, 
except for a passing mention in the dialog, and the omission of intermissions 
which might easily have been created. Until just before the opening day Noguchi 
appeared in the play; he was cut out to save time. And the tossing out of in- 
termissions was another move by which Mr. McClintic hoped to shorten the 
play’s length. Since, in the version that was finally presented, the audience left 
the theater 10 minutes before 11, neither change would seem to have been, strictly 
speaking, necessary, It’s true that commuters and such have to be considered 
It is also true that a little extra time spent in a theater—even if it necessitates 
missing the most convenient train—is well worth while when one is watching so 
stirring, moving and important a play as Yellow Jack. 

It all illustrates the possibility of getting too close to a play to see it clearly. 
Undoubtedly the changes were, to Mr. McClintic’s mind, improvements—other- 
wise he wouldn't have made them. But the time saved by the devices couldn’t 
have been very great and, particularly in the case of the intermissions, the result 
was to damage the effect of the play. Yellow Jack is mightily effective as it 
stands. The question is whether it would not be even more so if the action were 
broken at two suggested climaxes and the customers allowed to await develop- 
ments—and, incidentally, smoke a bit and stretch their legs. Two uninterrupted 
hours in a modern theater, no matter how comfortable it may happen to be, is 
apt to be bad on the knees. 


At least.one of the town’s reviewers is an exponent of intermissionless plays. 
This corner probably sees as many shows as anybody else, and is as used to sitting 
still for juss as many hours an evening. Even the seats at the Provincetown 
hola few terrors at this late date to an anatomy that has managed to get ac- 
customed to them. And yet the intermission is usually welcome, even during a 
good play. It allows for a bit or relaxation; it allows for a smoke; it enables 
cramped legs to stretch a bit; it provides a bit of suspense if the play happens 
to be good enough to co-operate in that regard. 

The intermission provides these things even in the course of a good play. 
To think of sitting in front of a Too Much Party or a When in Rome for two 
solid hours—if you happen to be conscientious enough to stick them out—rates 
right along with thoughts of thumbscrews and the famous Iron Maiden. 

And there is the added angle, particularly with the approach of the horrors 
that go boom in the spring, that the intermission is very often far more entertaining 


than the play. Certainly, in some of the shoestring offerings, it contains examples 
of better acting.

Gunnison, R. H. Burn- 
side and Clarence H. Low. 


‘Richard’ Wins Extra Layoff 
NEW YORK. March 17.—The council 
of Equity granted permission this week 
for Richard of Bordeaux, which closes 
tonight at the Empire, to lay off for 
two weeks before beginning its road 
tour. Holy Week has a blanket layoff 
okeh, but Richard wanted the extra sev- 
en days. Permission contingent on fact 
that management guarantees the cast eat 
least three weeks’ work after showings 
begin again April 2 in Washington.

“Perfumed” was not precisely the right 
olfactory adjective for Harry Wagstaff 
Gribble’s The Perfumed Lady, which Wee 
& Leventhal brought ‘to the Ambassa- 
dor Theater Monday night. A cheap and 
shoddy little farce that tries to be both 
scatter-brained and risque, it twists its 
ineffective course thru three acts of 
often embarrassing ard scldom amusing 
folderol, never making sense and never 
getting anywhere in particular, not even 
across the footlights. It is muddled and 
messy, and fails to reach either a ccn- 
clusion or even a hearty laugh. To go 
into the intricacies of its chaotic plot 

would waste both time and paper. 


The first act seems given over chiefly 
to a discussion of virginity, as applied 
to certain decorative and concrete—but 
problematical — examples among the 
characters. The second act sees several 
engagements made, most of them on the 
basis Of either the presence of sex or 
its absence. The third act mixes the 
tangled engagements and lusts a little 
more chaotically. And then the curtain 
comes down. That’s all you can learn 
today from a muddled and spring-struck 
reporter. 


Brian Donlevy is as pleasant as pos- 
sible in the role of a would-he suave 
but actually boorish Lothario. Ben Lack- 
land, faced with perhaps the least pos- 
sible part of the seascn—that of an art- 
ist with the dams of cesire but lately 
broken, wh? tries to save his sister from 
his friend—is better than you'd heve 
any right to expect. Helen Brooks, as 
the sister in question, is far pleasanter 
and far more effective than she has 
been in her last two or three aprpear- 
ances.

Wrong Number is little theater at its 
worst, and anything about set, direction 
or acting is better left unsaid. One fine 
thing about the Provincetown, however, 
is that it is an out-of-the-way place, 
whore “talent” may even go so inr as 
to blow out its brains in ecstatic mo- 
ments, and neither the cops nor anyone 
else will prevent the emotion.

producers, with hits show under the 
supervision of Elsie Janis. And the 


members of the cast are supposed to be 


mew enough to Broadway audiences to 
make the show's title ring true. The 
title is New Faces, and, tho a certain 
humber of the lads ana tasses have been 
seen On Broadway before, they are young 
encugh and fresh enough to warrant 
the label. 


So, for that matter, is their show. It 
is young and fresh, fast moving and 
pleasant, with tinkly, hummable tunes 
and a good share of smart lyrics. It's 
by no means a new Little Show—nor 
even a new Garrick Gaieties—but until 
another intimate revue comes along it 
will very definitely do It will probably 
do even thereafter. 

For it is an infectuous if unexciting 
evening that Mr. Dillingham has con- 
cocted with the help of some talented 
and some not so talented kids. It 
breezes along on its Own unpretentious 
path, with some of its material falling 
flat in an attempt to be too smart, but 
a good deal of it actually managing to 
be both smart and amusing. To run 
quickly thru the list of assets: the 
cpening furnished a clever lyric; Lamp- 
light possessed charming words and 
quite possibly charming music, tho you 
couldn't tell because of the way it was 
sung by James Shelton, its lyricist-com- 
poser; a tukeoff on the Great English 
Accent furnished an amusing burlesque 
(and an oblique argument for the Dick- 
stein Bill); The Gangster Influence had 
very funny words and pleasant tinkly 
music, and it was very well done by 
Imogene Coca with the aid of Charles 
Walter; Billie Haywood, a colored lass, 
contributed some grand moments and 
scored what the vaudeville boys at the 
desks next door would call a show-stop; 
Music in My Heart was a very pretty 
number nicely sung by Edith Sheridan; 
Dorothy Kennedy Fox contributed 4 
splendid dance interlude; an Emperor 
Jones scenery-chewing fest was made 
reasonably effective by Leonard Sillman; 
a “modern madrigal” managed to be ex- 
tremely amusing, and Nancy Hamilton 
sang her own version of a spring sOng, 
@ version which should be balm and 
delight to anybody who has been forced 
to sit thru paeans in praise of spring 
in every operetta and revue produced. 

Add them all up and you'll find an 
evening very definitely on the right side 
of the ledger. There were other inter- 
ludes that didn’t measure up—notably 
another of James Shelton’s songs, which 
told about the gutter from what must 
have been practical experlence—but they 
fail to affect the total. New Faces is a 
nice and unpretentious entertainment. 

Chief of the new faces unveiled, at 
least to this reviewer’s mind, was Imo- 
gene Coca, a lass who isn't precisely new 
to Broadway, since she was in The Gar- 
rick Gaieties, Flying Colors and that 
revue which Heywood Broun once per- 
petrated in the name of charity. A pert 
and elfin sprite, Miss Coca has never 
gotten the recognition which she obvi- 
ously deserves. But here her wide- 
eyed, wistful wonder found its place and 
she ought to go on and up. She does 
a great many things—singing, hoofing, 
interpretative dancing, comedy, panto- 
mime and plenty more—and she does 
them all well. A producer who needs a 
charming comedienne might do a great 
deal worse. 

The aforementioned Misses Hamilton, 
Sheridan and Haywood also bolster up 
the evening nicely, and so do a lot of 
the others. There were so many of them 
that it’s hard to list names. 

The principals themselves do the 
chorus routines. New Faces is that sort 
of show—and that’s not the least of its 
virtues. EUGENE BURR.

We wish to point out to our members 
that the NRA codes are laws; that any 
empleyer who disregards any clause in 
any code is, in the eyes of the law, just 
as much of a law breaker as a pick- 
pocket or a thief. Recently one of the 
trade papers carried the story that line 
girls in the Broadway picture houses are 
being told not to join Chorus Equity. It 
was suggested in the story that the 
threat had been made that their salaries 
would be cut if they did so. 

No management may pay below the 
minimum in the code. Clause 7 of Sec- 
tion 4 of the Motion Picture Code pro- 
vides that: “Wherever on August 23, 
1933, any theater paid a rate to chorus 
persons in excess of the minimum wages, 
or employed chorus persons for a num- 
ber of hours per week of labor less than 
the maximum hours, said higher wage 
and lesser number of hours shall be 
deemed to be, and are hereby declared 
to be, the minimum scale of wages and 
the maximum hours of labor with 
respect to such theaters in this section 
of the code. 


Article 3 of the Motion Picture Code 
guarantees to workers in the theater the 
right to organize. Any employer inter- 
fering with this right, by threat or other- 
wise, is also in violation of the code. 

Chorus Equity’s membership should 
be very proud of the fight that employers 
are waging against them. Remember, 
when an employer tries te keep you from 
joining an organization it is because he 
fears your organization and because he 
does not want to give you a square deal. 

If some of these highly paid execu- 
tives, who spend part of their time in 
an effort to keep chorus girls out of an 
organization that is here to hold for 
them the fair living conditions that it 
won for them, spent some constructive 
effort for the companies for which they 
work they might not find the meager 
conditions quite so much of a burden.

work. As yet no board has started functioning and exhibitors are wondering just 
what formality is necessary to begin to get some action. It is expected that word 
will go out from the Code Authority headquarters within the next few days to 
get the boards in operation and stop the kicking from exhibitors who want to air 
their many grievances. In many quarters exhibitors have been waiting impatiently 


to lay their grievances before their 
respective boards, They expected the 
boards to begin functioning as soon as 
they were named, but to date not a 
single board is at work and there is no 
definite date set for them to begin 
their operations. 

Observers believe that as soon as the 
boards are ready for business there will 
be a deluge of requests for interpreta- 
tions to the Code Authority from board 
members. Many exhibitors have ideas 
concerning the code that are at odds 
with the real interpretation and it is 
going to require considerable argument 
to convince them that they are wrong. 

Probably the biggest thorn in the side 
of the boards will be the straightening 
out of the cancellation tangles that are 
bound. to follow. With the producers 
making one interpretation and the ex- 
hibitors another there are going to be 
many headaches before matters are 
finally adjusted. 

Unless the various boards begin their 
operations within a very short time the 
exhibitors are going to lose confidence 
and start yelling that the code is doing 
them no good. At headquarters, however, 
every effort is being made to hasten the 
work, which is at best a very complicated 
and necessarily slow process.

Better Films Council 
Would Label Pictures 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 17.— 
Countering efforts to obtain local film 
censorship, organization of a Better 
Films Council was advocated at a meet- 
ing of exhibitors with church, PTA and 
welfare leaders here March 8. As a re@- 
sult of the suggestion a request is to be 
made to the city commission to with- 
hold any action on a pro censor- 
ship bill and to substitute the council 
in its place. 

The council would gather information 
on suitability of pictures for audiences 
of various ages. A classification would 
be set up in advance of local showings 
and a notation of the type of film in- 
serted in all newspaper advertisements. 
The code to be used would consist of the 
letter “Y” for films suitable for young- 
sters under 12 years, “F” for family 
consumption and “A” if the picture is 
for adults only. 


Lincoln Hits New Low 
In Cheap Entertainment 


LINCOLN, Neb., March 17.—Theater 
row here claims the lowest prices at box 
offices of any town in the State viewed 
in proportion. The de luxe price is 40 
cents at the Stuart and it’s the lone 
house in town. Three first-runs go Yor 
25 cents top, two for 15 cents and one 
has duals in first-timers for 10 cents. 

Three and four-act vaude bills are in 
the Orpheum for two bits, and Cal Bard 
is talking of putting in one or two-act 
bills with his 10-cent duals at the Rialto.

Detroit Trans-Lux Folds 


DETROIT, March 17—Detroit’s only 
Trans-Lux house, the Modern Theater, 
now closed, is being taken over by Wil- 
liam A. London, former circuit owner 
and now operator of the Gladwin Park 
Theater. London will enlarge the house, 
doubling the seating capacity, it is un- 
derstood, and converting the house to a 
regular type of projection. This will 
mean the closing of Trans-Lux interests 
here, it is believed.

Injunction Granted in St. Joe 
Against Union Labor Violence 


ST. JOSEPH, Mo., March 17.—Dubin- 
sky Brothers, whose combination Electric 
Theater here was bombed several days 
ago, were granted a tempcrary injunc- 
tion by Federal Judge Merrill E. Otis this 
week acainst the motion picture opera- 
tors’ and stagehands’ unions and one 
member of the musicians’ union, re- 
straining them from committing violent 
or fraudulent acts against Dubinskys or 
their property. 

The court warned that any violator 
of the injunction, if he is convicted 
“certainly will be sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary and not for the minimum pe- 
riod permissible uncer the law.” 

The union men, the court ruled, covld 
continue to picket the firms’ three the- 
aters, stating this was clearly permitted 
under the Norris anti-injunction act 

Dubinskvs had asked thut all members 
of the musicians’ urion and Maurice 
Hoffman, editor of a labor paper, be in- 
cluded in the order, but the court ex- 
cluded all but one mvsician, M. Bova, 
and excluded Hoffman, who, also a law- 
yer, represented the defendants. 

Testimony of dynamiting of the Elec- 
tric, stench bombings in theaters thru- 
out the city. burning of the Dubinskys’ 
Orpheum and threats to them and warn- 
ings to a patron and a cleaner operating 
near Electric and Missouri came in an 
all-day hearing and night session. 

“No person,” the court observed, “who 
hes listened to this testimony ir this 
courtroom today, whether lawyer or lays 
man, Officer of the court or spectator, 


has the slightest doubt now that the 
first of the defendants nemed in this 
case, the St. Joseph Moving Picture 
Operators’ Union, Local No. 559, caused 
the various explosions of stench bombs 
and tear bombs and dynamite bombs, 
which the evidence shows were exploded 
in the theaters operated in this city by 
the plaintiffs. 


“It is just too clear for any argument. 
Miracles do not happen; at least they 
are not repeated in these days.”

Chi Boosts 
Censor Cost 


Adds burden to picture 
theater operators — head 


of Film Board protests

CHICAGO, March 17.—Following upon 
the heels of his order banning the show- 
ing of riot pictures in newsreels, Mayor 
Kelly has added a further burden upon 
motion picture theater operators by in- 
creasing the appropriation for censor- 
ship in 1934 by $40,000. Action of the 
mayor was followed by a vigorous protest 
from Henry M. Herbel, president of the 
Chicago Film Board of Trade. 


Censorship last year cost the city 
$37,119, but the fees collected from the 
theaters for the work of censorship was 
$70,225, giving the city a net profit of 
$33,106. In spite of this profit the mayor 
asked the city council to increase this 
year’s appropriation for censorship from 
$24,239, the amount voted in 1933 and 
recommended for this year by the finance 
committee of council, to $64,239. The 
mayor stated the extra 340,000 would be 
used to hire additional inspectors to 
check pictures. 


Informed of the mayor’s action, Presi- 
dent Herbel, of the Film Board, stated 
that the local motion picture industry 
is astonished at council’s action in ap- 
propriating $40,000 additional for cen- 
sorship. . 

“Employees of our film exchanges are 
now working for greatly reduced salaries,” 
he declared, “and they certainly cannot 
praise this action in spending $40,000 ad- 
ditional for censorship. We hope public 
opinion will not sanction the move and 
eventually will cause it to be amended.” 


Michigan Ready 
For Price Tilt 


DETROIT, March 17.—Fort theaters in 
the northwestern section of Detroit were 
to go on the new schedule of prices of 
admission this week, as reported in The 
Billboard two weeks ago. Under agree- 
ment Letween theater owners in this sec- 
tion. considered Detroit’s best amuse- 
ment center in the neighborhoods, the 
prices are raised at nearly all houses, 
except the Riviera, owned by Publix. 

The city will probably be signed up 
and the agreement made effective y 
sections, it was said by E. S. Kinney, 
Allied Theaters of Michigan. this week. 
Downtown houses will probably enter 
the scheme last, tho little difficulty is 
expected from the first-runs. 

More than 125 houses have signed the 
agreement now, it is stated in a last- 
minute checkup, with a net number of 
155 theaters operating in the city. Agree- 
ment has been secured from every single 
house in the northwestern territory, and 
this sample operation is expected to 
prove an inducement to other parts of 
the city to follow suit.

New Zealand Biz 
Slowly Recovering 


WELLINGTON, N. Z.—Definite signs 
of improvement were noted in New Zea- 
land’s motion picture industry in 1933, 
according to American Vice-Consul W. 
W. Orebaugh. However, the industry has 
as yet recovered only a fraction of the 
ground lost as a result of the depression, 
which forced approximately 100 theaters 
to close. 

At the present time there are 334 
moving picture theaters which give reg- 
ular performances and about 150 small 
Places which exhibit more or less regu- 
larly. A new theater was opened in 
Wellington in January equipped with 
the latest sound apparatus. This thea- 
ter is owned by the largest operating 
company in the Dominion, controlling a 
chain of 48 theaters. 

The erection of several new theaters 
during the last few months in New Zea- 
land, the report states, is believed to 
have been hastened in anticipation that 
the government will soon enact legisla- 
tion regulating the issuance of picture 
theater licenses. 

A government order which remained 
in effect 12 months was issued in 1932 
prohibiting the construction of new 
cinema houses except in communities 
where it could be proved that inade- 


Navajos on Warpath 


GALLUP, N. M., March 17—No 
more will the Navajo Tribe confer 
honorary memberships on movie 
pale-faces. There is resentment in 
the hearts of the redmen due to the 
fact that Hollywood producers are 
choosing Mexicans to take the part 
of Indians in pictures, while there 
are 500 redskins in the movie city 
waiting to appear before the 
cameras.

Colorado Capital 
To Go in Pictures 


DENVER, March 17—A second attempt 
is to be made to produce shorts and fea- 
ture pictures in Colorado. The first at- 
tempt ended 12 years ago when the com- 
pany organized here closed down fol- 
lowing court proceedings. This time the 
studios are to be built at Colorado 
Springs, and for this purpose the Pre- 
mier Pictures Corporation has been in- 
corporated. The company will have 2£0,- 
000 shares of no par value, and the 
backers hope to be able to sell most of 
the stock either in Denver or Colorado 
Springs. 

The company has bought 40 acres of 
a 440,000-acre ranch . five miles east of 
Colorado Springs. It has an Option on 
any portion of the remainder, and has 
arrangements whereby it can use any of 
it, the live stock or equipment of the 
ranch. 

The directors include Allen Curtis, a 
pioneer director, who was with Universal 
for seven years, from 1911 to 1918, when 
he left Hollywood and became affiliated 
with the Denver company in making 
several shorts. When the Denver com- 
pany blew up Curtis went back to Call- 
fornia and has been free-lancing most 
of that time. Other directors, all Den- 
ver men, include W. A. Shane, G. H. 
Shane, Edward Fallon and Roy Carver. 
Incorporators are Merrill E. — N. M. 
Driscoll and A. Hoffman, of Colorado 
Springs. 


Steel Pier M. P. 
Exhibit Enlarged 


NEW YORK, March 17.—The Holly- 
wood Motion Picture Exhibit inaucu- 
Tated six years ago by Eddie Corcoran, 
of the Paramount exploitation depart- 
ment, on the Stee] Pier in Atlantic City 
will be considerably enlarged this season.

$7,595,100 for the 40 weeks ended De- 
cember 31, 1932. 

A great deal of the loss of 1932 can 
he checked against the Wesco theater 
holc¢ings. 

Practically all of the credit for the 
improved financial standing of the com- 
pany goes to Sidney Kent, who took the 
reins when the company was in a very 
Shaky condition and brought it thru.

Inspiration 


We interviewed a young lady recently who perhaps 
has a better perspective of the motion picture business 
than most executives. You may have heard of her. Her 
name is Mary Pickford. 


We asked her what she thought was the trouble with 
the motion picture business and without hesitancy she re- 
plied that the business is in the hands of a few selfish per- 
sons who have surrounded themselves with non-productive 
relatives. In other words, the leaders of the industry lack 
inspiration. 

We quite agree with her. The motion picture business 
built itself on inspiration. Almost every producer in the 
business today started in a small way. His reputation was 
made on pictures that were inspired and as a result Ameri- 


can pictures became internationally famous. Where has 
this inspiration gone? 


The inspiration is still there, but it is latent and is 
slowly being smothered by the desire on the part of pro- 
ducers to become the biggest shots in the business. They 
have sacrificed it on the altar of black ink in the ledger, 
but when their individual ambition became too great the 
black ink turned to red and, as a result, there is about as 
much inspiration in this business as there is in the Chicago 
stockyards. 


It is time producers appraised themselves. Are they 
going to continue to grind out factoryized pictures, or will 
they come back to earth and make a new start, using their 
brains on production as they did when they first started in 
business? It is time to break away from the Hays organiza- 
tion and bring each producer out on his own individual 
platform, bound to deliver good pictures or go to the 
wall. The day of mechanical picture making is drawing 
to a close. 


If there was ever one thing to stifle inspiration, that 
one thing has been the Hays organization. With a back- 
ground of petty politics, Hays has turned thumbs down on 
some of the best literature in the country. If the producers 
are waiting for Hays to become inspired and lead them 
out of the wilderness, they are expecting the impossible. 


The time is ripe for producers to declare to the in- 
dustry that they have decided to make a few good pictures 
of merit rather than 40 to 60 specimens of tripe. Who will 
be the first to declare himself is a question, but there are 
some men and women of courage in this business who will 
eventually regain the inspiration that has been stifled by 
lack of competition. The result will be almost utopian. 


Of one thing we are certain, there will be no inspira- 
tion from the major producers as long as Hays listens to 
the chatter of a few women’s clubs instead of encouraging 
his members to bring forth pictures of merit. 


When we have more people in this business with the 
courage of Mary Pickford, then will we see more inspira- 
tion. Perhaps there are others with courage; if so, let them 
speak up and take their bows. 
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FIGHT TO ENTERTAIN MPTOA 


Hays Asks Studios To Prorate 
Expenditures To Keep in Bounds 


Several studios planned to hog delegates’ time, but Hays 
says amount spent for entertainment must not be 
too high—chance for MPTOA to regain its prestige 


HOLLYWOOD, Calif., March 17.—Great preparations are being made here to 
receive the delegates of the MPTOA convention, to be held here April 10-12. At 
first it looked like each studio was going to try to hog the iime of the delegates 
by royal entertainment, but later, in order to give every producer a break with 
the visiting exhibs, it was decided to prorate the time that each studio could 
take and the amount to be spent. In this manner no one studio could make 
more of an impression than another. It was learned that several studios had made 


large plas tc take up practically every 
spare moment of the visitors’ time and 
thus put them in a good fraine of mind 
for buying that company product. Other 
producers, learning of this, ran to the 
Hays office and registered a complaint, 
with the result that all must be good 
boys and not go cverboard on the en- 
tertainment budget. 

In addition to the Hays members of- 
fering entertainment, the independent 
producers are making a play and will 
entertain the gang at a ranch near this 
city. 

To many of the delegates the prepara- 
tions are being looked upon with gusto, 
but there are others who plan to make 
the plaving a secondary matter, believ- 
ing there will be enough real business 
come before the sessions to warrant give 
ing thought. 


NEW YORK, March 17.—It is under- 
stood here that at the MPTOA conven- 
tion the producers will be asked point 
blank to keep their stars off the air. 
They will point out that there is con- 
clusive proof that it is acting directly 
against the theater operator, who feels 
the producer should not throw anything 
in the way of the exhibs keeping in 
business. 

The matter of increased rentals wiil 
also come up for discussion and the 
matter will be thrown into the laps of 
the pfoducers, who will find many of the 
questions difficult to answer. 

The convention is facing more dif- 
ficult problems this year than ever be- 
fore and this year’s session will decide 
largely. according to many, whether or 
not the organization will resume its 
former standing in the motion picture 
business.

Exchanges loaded with this inde- 
pendent film fodder, many of which 
never got play dates because of the cali- 
ber of the pictures and casts, etc., are 
finding the preview competition of the 
major studios a real boon to them in 
renting oyt this film junk that ordi- 
narily wouldn’t bring them a dime @ 
month in film rentals. 

Situation has become so complex 
that the Knoll Theater in Hollywood 
this week announced a steady policy of 
three features nightly. The two fea- 
tures advertised are mm for the full week 
and the management books the extra 
feature from.the independents, some- 
times listing it, sometimes calling it a 
feature preview. Earl Johnson, man- 
ager and owner of the Knoil, says he was 
forced to go into three features and will 
book cne, two, three or even four fea- 
tures if it is necessary for him to get 
sufficient business to keep his house 
cpen, 


No Mickey Mouse? 


DOVER, Del., March 17.—A bill 
has been presented in the State 
legislature here that calls for the 
prohibition of all motion pictures in 
which divorced players appear.

Taken from the story The Big Bow Mus- 
tery, by Israel Zangwell, Director John 
Robertson has turned Out only a medi- 
ecre mystery yarn that falls way short 
of packing much entertainment valve. 
The overdominance of Otto Kruger, who 
hogs cvery scene, becomes tiresome and 
monotonous. 

The complete story is sort of a dream. 
A great criminal detective returning 
home by plane to finish his novel. desl- 
ing with an interesting criminal case.

U. S. Films Holding 
Own in Netherlands 


WASHINGTON, March 17.— American 
motion picture films made notable 
progress in the Netherlands during the 
last fiscal year, according to a report 
from Vice-Consul W. M. Chase, Amster- 
dam, made public by the Commerce De- 
partment. Altho a part of the regained 
popularity of American films was due to 
the restriction of German motion pic- 
tures, the releasing of a number of 
American pictures which greatly ap- 
pealed to the Dutch public undoubtedly 
was a potent factor. 

There are approximately 310 motion 
Picture theaters in the Netherlands, of 
which 246 have been wired for sound.

Burly Agents 


To issue franchises—four 
N. Y. agents apply—aimed 
at agency evils 
e 

NEW YORK, March 17.—The Bur- 
lesque Artists’ Association, which re- 
ceived added strength last week when it 
effected a “closed shop” agreement with 


the Naticnal Burlesque Association of 
America, directed its attention this week 


. to a plan to regulate burly agents. It 


is being dene with the basic idea of the 
BAA issuing franchises. The plan is 
being left to Abner J. Rubien, the BAA’s 
attorney, for ironing out. It is under- 
stood that there will be only three local 
agents franchised. 


The franchise plan is patterned after 
Equity’s agency-control system, and the 
NBAA is committed to support it thru 
the agreement signed last week. All 
agents wanting to operate in burlesque 
must make written application to 
Rubien. He and a BAA committee will 
pass cn the applications. Rvbien said 
on Thursday that the plan needs further 
fashioning to take in what the require- 
ments for agents shall be, what fee is to 
be charged for the franchise and sundry 
other items. Rubien also said that the 
plan ‘s directed at the East at present. 


Four. local agents have already applied 
to Rubien for a franchise. They are Phil 
Rosenberg, Lovis Redelshcimer, Dave 
Cohen and Bill O'Reilly. The latter is an 
agent, but not very active in the burly 
field. Among other agents buying talent 
here are Nat Mortan and Jack Beck. The 
latter makes Philadelphia his headquar- 
ters. Out in the West there are such 
agents as Milt Schuster, who works Out 
of Chicago. 

This franchise system is an attempt 
by the BAA to do away with the chisel- 
ing methods used by agents during the 
last few seasons, as well as break up 
notorious ties between burly operators 
and their favorite agents. Under this 
planned system the BAA will be able 
to revoke franchises upon infractions. 
Franchise holders will be limited to 5 
per cent commission the first 10 weeks 
of each engagement. BAA members wil] 
have to deal thru franchised agents only.

ness. In these words are encompassed 
the crux of our personal but unalter- 
able opposition to the so-called Dick- 
stein bill. 

Reputable and important factors con- 
nected with the American stage are 
strongly opposed to the measure. Con- 
structively patriotic actors are up in 


urms against the forebodings of evil 
Within the scope of the proposed legis- 
lation. Even the film industry, which 


is rarely on the same side as the living 


stage on national issues, views with 
alarm the legislative monstrosity ap- 


parently conceived thru a compromise 
with ambition by Brother Dickstein. 

Paraphrasing a famous generalissimo, 
the Dickstein bill shall not pass—unless 
President Roosevelt has, without warn- 
ing, taken his finger off the throbbing 
pulse of America. 

Since our opposition to the Dickstein 
bill comes from the mind rather than 
from an untamed spirit, we view it as 
our duty to the show business to set 
forth in the limited space available the 
pertinent facts in the case. It remains 
for those who read these words to form 
their own conclusions—and to act ac- 
cordingly. 

+ 


The Dickstein bill—for the benefit of 
the regrettable majority who. do not 
know but have been too proud and in- 
dolent to inquire—seeks to place alien 
actors under the provisions of the con- 
tract labor clause in the immigration 
laws, This would limit the importation 
of actors or artists to individuals with 
unusual or unique talent; even the ones 
for whom the bars are lifted would be 
asked to leave the country at the ex- 
piration of the engagement for which 
they were imported. 

The bill was first brought up more 
than two vears ago on the crest of the 
wave of nationaliam brought on by the 
depression; at the height of Hearst’s 
*‘Buy American’’ movement — when 
one shallow theory was as good as 
another to keep the minds of Mr. and 
Mrs. Milquetoast off the real causes. 
When introducing the bill Dickstein 
claimed that Equity had requested him 
to introduce it. This was denied by 
Equity, altho the organization later 
gave its conditional support. 

While the measure was hovering over 
the heads of the amusement industry’s 
frightened protagonists the Hays outfit 
stuck in a rider that would have ex- 
empted picture players from the regu- 
latory features of the act. The bill 
died in committee, but only as the 
mythical cat died. It was brought up 
again at the last Congress and passed 
both houses. President Hoover fixed 
that by smothering the Dickstein baby 
with a pocket veto. 


Dickstein was not to be deterred. 
He brought the bill up again in this 
Congress. Equity still gives condi- 
tional support; conditional insofar as 
the Gillmore outfit wants an amend- 
ment to be written in that will make 
it possible for so-called unit troupes 
to enter the country—such as the Abbey 
Theater Players, Mei-Lan-Fung Troupe, 
etc. Apparently Equity has its share 
of chauvinists, too. 


Equity is conditionally for the bill— 
that is, Equity’s Council—but many 
actors thinking on their own and whose 
ideas are not guided by jingoistic dog- 
mas are dead set against the bill; as 
are the organized managers and drama- 
tists. Nobody can say, particularly in 
an issue of this kind, that managers and 


dramatists would knowingly take con- 
certed action that might result in the 
throttling of the theater. 


To proceed with the progress of the 
bill’s latest invasion of Congress, it has 


heen reported favorably out of the 
House Immigration Committee and is 
now in the hands of the Committee on 
Rules. It will undoubtedly be reported 


favorably and also passed by the House. 
The big fight will most likely be waged 
in the Senate; if not there the last 
stand will be made before the President, 


There has been a marked absence of 
ulm personalities at the public hearings 
on the bill. It is possible that Holly- 
wood is no longer perturbed over the 
bill, because it has abandoned, for the 
present at least, its policy of importing 
unknowns. Nevertheless, trained ob- 
servers are of the opinion that Holly- 
wood will permit itself to be heard 
from in its usually effective wav before 
the last ditch is invaded. It is to be 
hoped either that the expected opposi- 
tion from the Coast will materialize or 
that it will not be necessary. Either 
eventuality would be a break for the 
amusement industry.

The show business cannot stand by 
and permit the conflagration born of 
an era that should be unceremoniously 
forgotten to consume it. The Dickstein 
bill should be fought to the last ditch 
because:

He read a list of simple tricks which 
are to be printed in a booklet, entitled 
Fun At Cocktail Time, and after pointing 
out that the society’s name would be 
connected in no way with such a booklet 
was told no harm could result from 
printing such small and innocuous tricks, 
optical lusions and puzzles.

But I regret that we won't see such 
old titles on parade as Sparks, John 
Robinson, Robbins Bros., Sells-Floto and 
others. These shows were a credit 
to the circus world and I hope to see 
them on the road again in the very near 
future, now that the “new deal” is here.

tion of “The Streets 
of the World” was suggested to A Century 
of Progress as a substitute for the mid- 
way, which at that time, I am informed, 
was not under consideration or anticipat- 
ed. The plans were submitted with no 
restrictions, qualification, limitation or 
modification. So far as I was to be 
figured, the results rested solely with the 
board of directors. The idea was sub- 
mitted asa free feature. The financial 
returns were to be derived from the sale 
of space to those concessioners inter- 
ested in foreign shops only. All clerks 
and all stocks were to be importations. 
Each street was to be limited to stores, 
restaurants and music halls. The streets 
were to be peopled with natives, in many 


different ways self-sustaining. At the 
intersection of each street was to be a 
miniature replica of the famous arch- 
ways and bridges of the old country. 
This tour of the “old country” termi- 
nated in a mammoth garden or snell 
with several thousand seating capacity. 
In the garden was to be erected the 
largest practical outdoor stage ever built. 
Twice daily there was to be presented 
a mammoth international spectacle. 
Whether these suggestions and plans 
were ever seriously considered, I cannot 
say. After some two years of negotia- 
tions, however, I was called into a meet- 
ing with Dr. Moulton, who expressed the 
opinion that had not foreign complica- 
tions eliminated the use of country 
names in conjunction with any classes 
of entertainment on the grounds the 
cost of production would be prohibitive. 
Included in the plans was a Streets of 
Paris. Later the midway was determined 
upon and Mr. Rodgers placed at the 
head of that department. The expected 
foreign support did not materialize. The 
present villages, unlike the Streets of 
the World, architecturally and other- 
wise, have now taken the place of the 
midway.

Lemen Bros.’ Circus was playing Fari- 
bault, Minn. On

shoe box. Inside 
of the box he had six bluejay birds. He 
approached almost everyone with the 
show, asking, “You all want to buy any 
bluejays? He was kidded by everyone 
and sent to someone else. “Blue” did 
not consider it a joke. He wanted to 
sell his birds, so he tried them all, 
finally coming to M. J. Martin Downs, 
who had the privileges. 


Downs figured that anyone that had 
the determination that “Blue” had, with 
Some experience, would make a good 
salesman. So Downs engaged him as a& 
butcher. And did he make good! Any 
oldtimer will answer that. Downs liked 
“Blue,” and he liked Downs. And that 
friendship lasted 20 years. He went 
with Downs when he took the privileges 
with the W. B. Reynolds Circus and was 
@ partner with Downs for one yeaF 
when Downs put out his own show. 

Downs was a plunger and “Blue” was 
just the opposite. He never aspired for 
riches. One hundred thousand dollars 
was his goal. He often said, “When I 
get that much, I am retiring. That is 
enough money for any one man.” Then 
in 1903 Cole Bros.’ Show, in its first 
year, had a wonderful season. It win- 
tered in Topeka, Kan., that winter and 
in the spring of 1904 “Blue” sold his 
interest to Downs and retired. I met 
him in the old Centropolis Hotel of this 
city. He was on his way home to Fari- 
bault. He said to me, “I need just 
$1,000 more and I will have reached my 
goal. I have just $99,000.” 


In less than 20 years a little country 
boy wh? had joined a circus to which 
he had tried to sell some bluejays re- 
turned to the old home town with 
nearly $100,000, and the foundation of 
that fortune was started as a butcher.

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PLEADS FOR TAX ABOLITION 


Ringling-Barnum Attorney 


Before Senate Committee 


Suggests federal reduction from one cent for each 10 
cents admission to one-half cent, with exemption raised 
from 41 cents to 76, if entire tax is not wiped out

WASHINGTON, March 17.---Gloomy days for the circus industry 


were predicted 


by John M. Kelley, general counsel, Ringling Bros. ani Barrum & Bailey Combined 
Circus, days gloomier even than those which have haunted circuses in recent 
years, in event the 10 per cent admission tax of the Federal Government is con- 
tinued, in an appearance before the Senate Committee on Finance, which is con- 
sidering the new tax bill. Assuming the government does not see its way clear 
to wipe out this tax, Kelley suggested a reduction from 1 cent for each 10 cents 


to a half-cent, with the exemption 
raised from 41 cents to 76 cents. This 
latter change, he pointed out, would cut 
the tax burden on %1.50 reserved seats 
by one-half and resuit ii relieving the 
industry from paying 74% cents on each 
75 cents general admission ticket. 


Circuses must absorb the tax, he con- 
tended, and added that the entire in- 
dustry is threatened with financial 
disaster as a result of conditions in re- 
cent years, and the biggest unit of them 
all is facing most critical times. His 
organization, after seven months on the 
road last year, showed a loss of $388,000, 
Kelley said, approximately the amount 
it had to pay the Federal Government 
in income taxes. The situation is pre- 
sented, therefore, he said, of one in 
which the organization is faced with 
ong €ven or continuing a heavy 
Oss. 

Dispcsition of circus menageries would 
Offer a problem, assuming the breaking 
up of circuses, according to Kelley, who 
pointed out circus menageries are & 
boon to children and others in com- 
munities widely separated from Zoos. 
There were 20 railroad shows not s0 
many years ago, and but three now, he 
stated, and yet these three operating 
but seven months paid one thirty-eighth 
of all amusement taxes. 

Representatives of college athletic or- 
ganizations which sponsor outdoor 
amusements have been in Washington 
seeking some relief at the hands of 
Congress from burdens which they sey 
are imposed thru admissions taxes.

I 
hesitated before a fine Big Show one- 
sheet of Lillian Leitzel. Entranced, I 
imagined I heard again the soft melodies 
of Merle Evans’ Band as Lillian worked 
high in the air. Then my nerves got 
jumpy, as the bass drum’s boom-boom- 
boom emphasized the completion of each 
arm throwover. But the music suddenly 
changed to the s*rains of Aase’s Death. 
I saw as in a mist a vast audience—-in 
Hamlet's land—cheering, breathless and 
then death.

_In post-war years the modern revue came into its own at fairs. In most 
regions they have proved popular with patrons. In recent years the tendency 
has been for bocking and production offices, pulsing national demands, to put 
together musical units especially adapted to outdoor stages and more elaborate 
and finished in scope. The Billboard has completed a survey of the types of 
programs fairs will play in front of their grand stands this year. Scores of 
fairs have already been covered on this point in running news stories, but the 


resent survey is an attempt to em- 

race the field more solidly. This is 
being done in a series of articles, by 
States, of which the first appears be- 
low. The others wil! follow weekly in 
the Fair Department. General informa- 
tion in connection with grand-stand 
shows is also given in many cases. 
Canada will be taken up separately. 


CONNECTICUT 


This State’s leading fair, Danbury, 
does not conduct a night fair, making 
Tevues impractical. Information on the 
other fairs is not available as yet. 


DELAWARE 


Harrington—Playing revue, which was 
also successful for four straight years, 
1930-33, says Secretary Ernest Raughley. 
Vaude or circus acts required between 
revue numbers. 


GEORGIA 


State Exposition, Macon—Never played 
Tevue and 1934 undecided. Favor aerial 
attractions placed where visitors may see 
them without extra charge. Fireworks 
are in front of a pay grand stand. Fair 
comes too late in season (October 15-20) 
for ideal weather, nights being chilly 
around that time, states Secretary E.

— A Nebraska 
State Fair is apparently assured this 
year, according to Secretary Perry Reed, 
following a conference between fair offi- 
cifls and a Lincoln Chamber of Com- 
merce committee. 


The chamber group promised assist- 
ance in putting the fair across, with ad- 
ditional aid to come from bondholders 
on the State Fair grand stand, who said 
they would even grant financial help if 
necessary.

Cenfronted with legislative warnings in 
1933, the fair had to attach a rider to 
all contracts providing that, should re- 
ceipts be short, pro rata payments would 
be made. 

This arrangement was received with 
€0 Many squawks that exhibitors said 
they wouldn’t come unless guaranteed 
full payment. Hence, appropriate action 
was made to get assurance the needed 
money would all be in hand to assure 
these contracted people. The 1933 fair 
would have paid out, tho, hed it not 
been for the grand-stand bond interest. 


Turning Point

For the first time since the crash of 
‘29 we are hearing good news from each 
State in the Union. The new deal by 
our present administration has worked 
wonders and nothing will stop us on our 
way to total financial recovery. 


Those of us who have continued to 
operate our fairs thru this dark period 
are now in a position to reap the benefits 
thru the future prosperous years. The 
boys who ceased to operate, tho no fault 
of their own, are now preparing to go 
back into the game enthused over the 
prospects of a bright future and with 
a determination to make this year's fairs 
banner ones. 

The 20 fairs of our association oper- 
ating last year showed a total increase 
of 24 per cent in attendance over 1932. 
There was an increase of 20 per cent in 
receipts for the same period. In fact, 
several of our fairs almost equaled in 
receipts and attendance their most pros- 
perous year. One of our fairs lays claim 
to 1933 as surpassing, both in attendance 
and receipts, any previous year. 

In certain localities, especially dis- 
tinctly agricultural sections, the showing 
was not as bright as those I have men- 
tioned, but even if a few of them did 
lose money they deserve a great deal 
of credit for going ahead with their 
fairs even tho farm commodities were 
at their lowest ebb. 

I am glad to know all of our mem- 
bers are making preparations to hold 
their fairs again this year and my pre- 
diction is that each of them will be a 
financial success.

Amalgamation Into a New Body 
Is Aim for Compliance Program

WASHINGTON, March 17.—After two postponements, following the first hear- 
ing called to consider the code of fair competition for outdoor amusement parks, 
the first to permit of the gathering of additional data on pools and beaches, and 


‘the second because of the recent conference of code authorities, hearings were 


held in the U. S. Chamber of Commerce Building on March 13, under direction 
of Deputy Administrator William P. Farnsworth, with an adjournment at 1 until 
3:30 o’clock that afternoon, when an informal conference of the deputy, repre- 


sentatives of the code committee and the 
advisers of the deputy was held. This 
conference lasted until the wee small 
hours, As a result of it substantial 
progress was made toward adjustment of 
differences over maximum hours, mini- 
mum wages and other conditions of em- 


ployment. 


While, as at the open hearing, trade 
practices and a lot of other things were 
considered, along with labor conditions, 
the latter were to the forefront at the 
adjourned session. In submitting a pro- 
posed code at the open hearing President 
Frank W. Darling, National Association 
of Amusement Parks, explained that an 
amalgamation of associations had taken 
place, with the result that the entire 
industry approached codification with a 
united front. 


He said, and this was substantiated by 
Leonard B. Schloss, president American 
Association of Pools and Beaches, Inc., 
that the code represented 382 of the 
estimated commercial parks and pools to 
be affected and 68.92 per cent of all com- 
mercial interests in metropolitan dis- 


tricts. 
Safety Is Provided 


Chief among revisions presented by Mr. 
Darling were a new definition as to “es- 
tablished assemblies,” reduction in pro- 
posed minimum wages for waiters from 
$10 to $7 per week and with “wage 
credits” for tips to be eliminated, further 
clarification of the section on “No De- 
creases in Wages,” with a proviso that 
where employers in competitive areas 
have continued to maintain wages at 
high levels equitable reductions in those 
wages above the minimum would be al- 
lowed, subject to approval of code 
authority. . 

Also that authorization for members 
of the industry to use a special symbol 
signifying compliance with terms of the 
code be permitted and that provisions be 
made for associate members of the spon-

Resorts in England 
Will Spend Millions 


LONDON, March 7.— English sea- 
coast towns and holiday resorts are 
spending more than $18,000,000 on 
facilities to attract patrons the coming 
season. Improvements include new 
bathing pocls at a cost of $300,000 each, 
sea-front improvements, reconstruction 
of pleasure parks, glass-covered parades 
for invalids, sea-front electric trolley 
railroads and aerodromes. 

Southend-on-Sea, popular spot 60 
miles from London, will spend $2,000,000 
on ideas calculated to make the town 
the finest pleasure spot in the South 
of England. 


New bathing pool at a cost of $375,000, 
improvement of the Grand Parade and 
@ new park at foot of the famous Beachy 
Head have been planned for Eastbourne. 

Hastings will rebuild its Palace Pier, 
and another improvement will be con- 
struction of new arterial roads and ap- 
proaches to the town. Brighton figures 
on a new airport, another swimming 
pool and an open-air motor race track. 


Southsea will withdraw all restrictions 
on Sunday games and improve its sea 
front. Dreamland Pleasure Park, Mar- 
gate, is being reconstructed at a cost of 
$600,000. New bathing pools, park re- 
construction and illumination of three 
miles of sea front will be carried out 
at Ramsgate. Torquay town council will 
purchase 270 acres for parks and exten- 
sicns and will carry out a 10-year 
improvement plan. 


A. C. Men Favor 
New Liquor Rules 


ATLANTIC CITY, March 17.—Move to 
have resort liquor laws amended to per- 
mit beer gardens on ocean side of the 
Boardwalk has approval of some of the 
leading amusement men of the city, in- 
cluding William H. Fennan, president 
of Atlantic City Amusement Men’s As- 
sociation, who declares the sooner the 
resort encourages new attractions the 
better off the whole amusement frater- 
nity will be. 


This throws an entirely new light on 
the subject, as it was generally sup- 
Ppesed that amusement interests were in 
favor of such legislation. Principal 
backers of “no beer gardens on Board- 
walk” regulations were beverage men of 
the back-town and business districts.

If reports 
that two nationally known beer con- 
cerns are after Steeplechase and Garden 
Piers are accurate, it would be an even 
bet, according to Mr. Fennan, that they 
would bring national name talent and 
attractions here and spena plenty in 
improvements. 


Rocky Springs on Market 


LANCASTER, Pa., March 17.—Rocky 
Springs Park, on the Conestoga River 
near here, will be offered for sale by 
the Union Trust Company, of Pitts- 
burgh, as administrator of the estate 
of the late Thomas M. Rees, Pittsburgh. 
There are about 42 acres of wooded and 
landscaped grounds, with access by 
trolley and hard roads. Among park 
equipment are a swimming pool, dance 
pavilion, auditorium and athletic field. 


Eric Slowed Up 


LONDON, March 7.—Captured 
some years ago off the coast of 
Southern California, Eric, 65-ton 
whale, which has been exhibited 
in its embalmed state at The Kur- 
saal, Southend, is to be removed to 
Morecambe, Eng., about 260 miles. 
Wheels of the giant truck carrying 
the monster sank into the asphalt 
path in Southend, and the whale 
moved only 200 yards in a week.

“You're always writing about picnic 
and repeat business for pools. To my 
way of thinking, no tank owner ever gets 
back in club business over a season what 
he really has to pay to get that particu- 
lar trade. Of course, possibly pools oper- 
ated within amusement parks do find 
organizations and the like a lucrative 
field, but as for commercial natatoriums 
it’s positively a waste cf time” 

A well-known Eastern pool man was 
Speaking. He was most emphatic about 
the money he had spent in trying to 
get club patronage, declaring over and 
over again that it was a loss and that 
he wouldn’t even make an attempt this 
summer. Because I value the opinions 
of this particular operator, I listened 
attentively. 


He went on to point out that it just 
wasn't in the cards for a commercial 
pool to make money out of club busi- 
ness. He explained that the money one 
has to spend to hire a man or crew of 
men to contact the local clubs, postage 
and printing charges, extra force of at- 
tendants needed for a picnic affair—al- 
mcet never results in a profit. 

The ironical part of it is that this pool 
man operates in New York City, where 
there certainly are enough clubs and 
organizations from which to draw. His 
cynical attitude certainly seems to knock 
the very stuffings out of the many nice 
and flattering things I have said time 
and again about club business. 


However, I know that some pools have 
made money in club business, plenty. 
And, therefore, I'd like to hear their 
views on the subject. Of course, I know 
what many are going to write and I feel 
prompted to do the same thing myself. 
They're going to say that one can get 
club business and make a profit out of 
it, if he knows how to go about it. 'That’s 
usually the case in most every phase of 
logical swimming-pool management. 

But I don’t want to pass the matter 
by so lightly. I'd like to delve deeper 
into the subject. Consequently, I’d like 
to hear from pool men everywhere, let- 
ting me know exactly how they’ve found 
this situation. As it is generally con- 
ceded that pools operated in conjunction 
with parks can make club business a 
success because of its many outside ac- 
tivities, I'd appreciate hearing mostly 
from proprietors of tanks alone.

soring association, these to pay their rea- 
sonable share of the expenses, but in no 
case less than $5 nor more than $50 
annually per individual unit. 

He submitted also a new section de- 
claring it to be the duty of the code 
authority to establish a supplemental 
code of safety regulations for protection 
of the public recommended, in co-opera- 
tion with the United States Public Health 
Service, a set of sanitary regulations for 
safeguarding both employees and public 
and submitted certain changes in the 
methcd for selecting the code authority. 


Hits Labor Clauses 


Commenting upon the fact that the 
time for opening of amusement parks, 
pools and beaches is close at hand, 
Chairman Darling proposed to the deputy 
administrator that the code be made ef- 
fective on the second Monday after its 
approval by the President, and that it 
should be subject to desired amendments 
within nine months from effective date. 

Difficulty experienced in obtaining as- 
sent to a code from widely scattered 
units also was suggested by him as a 
Teason for asking the right to offer 
amendments at the end of nine months. 
Deputy Farnsworth developed in the 
course of questions submitted to Mr. 
Darling that employees receiving $35 or 
more per week would be obliged to work 
all seven days in the week and that a 
total of 25 per cent could be deducted 
from specified minimum wages of em- 
ployees in suburban areas who were less 
than 21 years or more than 50 years of 
age. Mr. Darling replied that all em- 
Ployees were guaranteed a full week’s 
Wage, regardless of the number of days 
actually employed in any one week, 

Henry Collins Jr., labor adviser, took 
exception to proposed labor provisions, 
said they were entirely inadequate to 
achieve purposes of the Recovery Act, 
said certain employees could be required 
to work 144 hours a week, asked a maxi- 
mum of 40 hours, with exceptions for 
emergency situations and overtime pay. 
He asked that classifications as to em- 
ployees be abolished and that workers 
be paid as follows: Waiters to ticket 
takers, $15 per week; watchmen and at- 
traction and device assistants, $18, and 
all others not less than $20. Touching 
young people and old people employed 
by the industry, Mr. Darling said the in- 
dustry employed but few young people 
and that differentials in their wages were 
justified because of their inexperience. 


~_On Public Competition 


R.-E. Richwine, Williams Grove Park, 
Mechanicsburg, Pa., discussing the dif- 
ferential of 10 per cent permitted in 
Wages .of employees in suburban areas, 
said this would work a hardship, he be- 
lieved, om smaller parks in those areas. 
He suggested differentials governed by 
the drawing power of a park or the size 
of the trade area in which it was located. 
Mr. Richiwine, commenting that he is 
one of the smaller operators, discussed 
the question of picnics and demands of 


picnic groups, a subject brought up at 
the first hearing, and said he believed 
the code makers had handled this phase 
of the situation pretty well as far as 
smaller parks were concerned 

Donald K. Wallace, adviser from re- 
search and planning division of NRA, 
said statistics showed that some 200 
owners of amusement parks and pools 
in all parts of the country employ 30 
per cent of people under 21 years of age, 
while 10 per cent were more than 50 
years old. Jay Downer, for NRA indus- 
trial advisory board, while expressing the 
belief hours in industry should be ma- 
terially reduced, stated that this was 
virtually impossible of fulfillment for 
the industry this year and that one rea- 
son for this could be found in the grow- 
ing number of municipally owned and 
operated pools and parks which function 
in competition with commercial] parks 
and pools and are not codified, They 
have still other great advantages, he 
added. 

This question of municipally operated 
parks and pools was discussed further 
and it evidently made an impression 
on the deputy administrator and his ad- 
visers. Also discussion was rather wide 
upon the part of the Deputy and his 
advisers as to prospects for increased 
business this year by parks, pools and 
beaches as a result of the general upturn 
in business. 


Data on Amalgamation 


Adviser McGuire expressed the view a 
jump up in business for outdoor amuse- 
ment industries of 50 per cent over last 
year might not cause surprise. Operators, 
however, said this was too speculative to 
permit of wage and other concessions in 
anticipation of this upward turn, but 
that they did expect business to improve 
right along and at the end of the first 
nine months under the code would be 
glad to consider that factor. A com- 
munication from Joseph N. Weber, presi- 
dent American Federation of Musicians, 
opposed unrestricted hours for employees 
receiving more than $35 per week. 

Touching a recommendation by 
Thomas McGuire, consumers’ adviser, 
that the code authority be increased by 
one member, named by the adminis- 
trator, who shall exclusively represent 
the Consumers’ Advisory Board, Mr. Dar- 
ling said that while this seemed a matter 
for the administrator to decide, the in- 
dustry felt code authority should be kept 
as small as possible, at the same time 
making it fully representative. The 
deputy administrator said another hear- 
ing would be held March 17, should this 
be found necessary. 

Reports submitted by Mr. Darling and 
Mr. Schloss incorporated data on the re- 
organization of NAAP and amalgamation 
cf the reorganized bocy with AAPB and 
under which for code administration 
purposes the membership of these two 
organizations will be amalgamated in 
turn with the National Association of 
Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches, 
the latter with active, associate and 
limited memberships, and with active 
members only having a vote in admin- 
istration of the association, the annual 
dues to be about as at present and en- 
titling such active members to participate 
in all the benefits of the association. 

Annual dues of associate members 
shall be estimated to cover only the 
direct and indirect costs of conducting 
the code work, these members to have 
a vote in nominating and selecting one- 
half the individuals forming the Code 
Authority. As to limited memberships, 
any active member may purchase these 
for members of his organization, but such 
limited members will have no vote in 
the association or for members of the 
Code Authority. 


Assemblies Are Defined 


Some revision of clauses of the a 
posed code, proposed by Mr. ng, 
follow: 4 

Article 2, Section 1: The term “indus- 
try” as used herein means seasonal out- 
of-door entertainment offered the general 
public in established parks, artificial or 
natural pools, and/or beaches or in es- 
tablished assemblies, etc. Article 2, Sec- 
tion 8: The term “operating season” as 
used herein means that portion of the 
year during which any unit of the in- 
dustry is open to the public and during 
which time patrons are required to pay 
for attractions. For thc purpose of this 
code an operating season shall not be less 
than thirty (30) days out of any one 
year. Article 2, Section 10: The term 
“established assemblies” as used herein 
means areas devoted principally to sea- 
sonal operation of the industry, where 
are assembled several or various amuse- 
ments, such as Coney Island, N. Y.; 
Atiantic City, N. J.; Long Beach, Calif., 
etc., and is not intended to include State 
or sectional organizations. 

Article 4 (Hours and Wages), Class H: 


Waiters and waitresses shall receive a 
minimum wage of $7 or over and shall 
not be required to be on call for more 
than 54 hours during any one week 
thruout the park-operating season. Meals 
furnished to this class of employees shall 
not be deducted from the minimum 
wige. Article 4 (Exception 3), as to 
“Locational Exceptions and Conditions”: 
For all units of the industry located in 
rural communities, being in habitable 
areas outside of cities having a popula- 
tion of less than 200,000 inhabitants, or 
located anywhere within the States of 
Washington, Oregon, California, Louis- 
lana, Arkansas, Mississippi, Tennessee, 
Alabama, Georgia. Florida, South Caro- 
lina, North Carolina or Virginia, the 
minimum wages may be 10 per cent less 
than the minimum wages above stated 
for any class or for all classes of em- 
ployees as specified. 

Article 4 (Exception 5): Wherever it is 
customary to employ labor of any of the 
above classes, and as part of their regular 
wage compensation make them partici- 
pants in the industry by giving them a 
percentage of the receipts, the employer 
shall guarantee to every individual a 
weekly compensation not less than the 
oe gga herein stated for that class of 

r. 


For Compliance Work 


At the end of Article 5, Section 2, un- 
der “No Decrease in Wage,” the following 
is added: Except that in cases where 
employers have continued to maintain 
wages to a high level in competitive lo- 
cations, this provision is subject to an 
equitable adjustment of wages subject 
to the approval of the Code Authority. 

Then, under Article 6, “Administra- 
tion,” the following is, in part, provided 
for adoption: 


(A) The Code Authority shall consist 
of not less than six individuals, or such 
other number as may be approved from 
time to time by the administration, to 
be selected as hereinafter set forth. The 
administrator, in his discretion, may ap- 
point not more than two additional 
members, with vote, to represent the ad- 
ministrator or such groups or interests 
as may be agreed upon, without expense 
to the industry. 

(B) Control by the Administration. In 
order that the Code Authority shall ab 
all times be truly representative of the 
industry and in other comply 
with the provisions of the act, the ad- 
ministrator may provide such hearings 
as he may deem proper, and thereafter 
if he shall find that the Code Authority 
is not truly representative or does not in 
other respects comply with the provisions 
of the act, may require an appropriate 
modification in the method of selection 
of the Code Authority. 

(C) Administration Agency. This code 
is prepared and authorized by the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks, 
a corporation whose constitution, by- 
laws, membership requirements and 
membership list is hereby submitted and 
said code has been duly authorized and 
accepted by the affiliated association, 
namely, the American Association of 
Pools and Beaches, and an amalgamation 
of these two associations shall be effected 
under the name of National Association 
of Amusement Parks, Pools and Beaches 
and the changes in the constitution and 
by-laws of said association shall be ap- 
proved by the administrator and the 
trade association thus formed shall agree 
to accept the responsibility of conduct- 
ing and supervising all code compliance 
work under the administrator and will 
formally accept the code as at present 
presented. Nevertheless, it is intended 
that every member of the industry shall 
sign and accept this code and be gov- 
erned thereby. Such signed codes shall 
be filed with the Code Authority. 


Assessed for Benefits 


(D) Provisions for Annual Fees To Pay 
Expenses. For the purpose of defraying 
the expenses of administering the code, 
the following provisions are hereby 
made: 

For the active non-delinquent oper- 
ating members of the National Associa- 
tion of Amusement Parks, Pools and 
Beaches the membership dues shall be 
deemed to cover their expenses and an- 
nual fees. 

Members of the industry not active 
members of the National Association of 
Amusement Parks shall be entitled to 
become associate members and to par- 
ticipate in and share the benefits of the 
activities of the Code Authority and to 
participate in the selection of the mem- 
bers thereof by assenting to and com- 
plying with the requirements of this code 
and sustaining their reasonable share of 
the expenses of its administration. Such 
reasonable share of the expenses of ad- 
ministration shall be determined by the 
Code Authority subject to review by the 
administrator on the basis of the num- 


ber of individuals employed by such 
member and/or such other factors as 
may be deemed equitable. 

This annual sum shall be in no case 
less than $5 and in no case more than 
$50 for any one unit of the industry. 
The payment of this annual fee shal) 
entitle the member of the industry to 
an associate membership in the Na- 
tional Association of Amusement Parks, 
Pools and Beaches and to a vote in the 
nomination and selection of one-half 
the annually elective individuals com- 
prising the Code Authority. 


Naming Code Controller 


In established assemblies, where a rep- 
resentative number of the units form a 
local organization as provided and ap- 
proved by the Code Authority, the local 
organization may affiliate itself with the 
National Association of Amusement 
Parks, Pools and Beaches and upon pay- 
ment of annual fees, as provided by the 
Code Authority, shall be entitled to a 
number of associate memberships in the 
national association and this number 
of memberships shall be commensurate 
with the annual fees paid. Each asso- 
ciate membership shall be represented by 
duly elected delegates in the national 
association and each such delegate shall 
have a vote as an associate member. 

(F) Method of Providing Code Au- 
thority. The Code Authority shall be 
annually elected under the supervision 
of the National Association of Amuse- 
ment Parks, Pools and Beaches at the 
annual convention meeting of the in- 
dustry, and shall consist of: 

Three members to be elected by the 
active members of the association in 
executive session, at least one of whom 
shall have a major interest in pools 
and /or beaches and shall represent ex- 
clusively pools and beaches and one of 
whom shall have a major interest in 
amusement parks and shall represent ex- 
clusively the parks. Three members to 
be elected by the associate members of 
the association in a session held espe- 
cially for the purpose, at least one of 
whom shall have a major interest in 
pools and/or beaches and shall rep- 
resent exclusively pools and beaches, and 
at least one of whom shall have a major 
interest in amusement parks and shall 
represent exclusively the parks. 

A code controller shall be elected by 
the board of directors of the National 
Association of Amusement Parks, Pools 
and Beaches and he shall be an ex-ot- 
— member of the Code Authority wifh 
vo 


, May Delegate Authority 


(I) Duties of Code Authority. The 
NRA Code Authority shall be the general 
planning and co-ordinating agency for 
the industry. The code controller shall 
serve as the executive officer for the 
Code Authority and shall have such au- 
thority as may be delegated to him by 
the Code Authority. The Code Authority 
may use such trade associations and 
other agencies as it deems proper for the 
cairying out of any of its activities pro- 
vided for herein, provided that nothing 
herein shall relieve the Code Authority 
of its duties or responsibilities under 
this code and that such trade associa- 
tions and agencies shall at all times be 
subject to and comply with the pro- 
visions hereof. 

In established assemblies where there 
is or may be formed an organization 
comprising a representative number of 
the Jocal employers of amusement labor, 
and where such a local organization 
shall affiliate itself with the National 
Association of Amusement Parks, Pools 
and Beaches as associate member, as 
herein provided, then the Code Authority 
shall recognize such organizations as 
representing such established assemblies 
for all code enforcement purposes and 
shall authorize an approved committee 
appointed by such a local organization 
to act as a local compliance committee 
for the industry, which local compliance 
committee shall function thru the .Code 
Authority with the administrator, and 
the Code Authority may delegate to 
such compliance committee such au- 
thority as the Code Authority 
in accord with the proper application of 
this code. All communications with the 
National Recovery Administration con- 
cerning the approval or amendment of 
this code, or of any of its provisions or 
any matter relating thereto, shall be 
thru the Code Authority for all the in- 
dustry after the adoption and approval 
of this code except as otherwise pro- 
vided for herein.

Rated High in 1762 


BOSTON, March 17.—“A copy of 
the History of the Town of Hard- 
wick, Worcester County, found its 
way to our desk,” says the March 
Massachusetts Fair Letter, issued 
by the State Department of Agri- 
culture, “and much to our surprise 
we learned that a fair, patterned 
after the English style, was held in 
Hardwick from 1762 to 1775. The 
account reads, in part, ‘Hardwick 
Fair had as conspicuous a notice as 
the general election or commence- 
ment at Cambridge. It attracted 
attention and multitudes flocked to 
it from all the region round about, 
The fair was held twice a year, 
in May and October, when cattle 
and articles of manufacture and 
merchandise were exhibited, bought 
and sold. Wrestling and other 
trials of strength and skill were 
practiced, and sometimes, it is said, 
pugilistic encounters were wit- 
nessed. The Revolutionary War 
seems to have been the cause of the 
discontinuance of this fair, as the 
town twice petitioned, in 1785 and 
1791, to have the fair re-established 
but the efforts were unsuccessful.’ 
Elkanah Watson, however, still 
seems to rate as the father of the 
agricultural fair.”

In addition to paying 1 cent on each 10-cent ticket, oper- 
ator of show must get permit from State tax commission 
before opening—special form of tickets required

JACKSON, Miss., March 17.—The sovereign State of Mississippi has gone on a 
so-called “Emergency Amusement Revenue Act” rampage which is destined to 
deprive many a youngster in the State from enjoying the dear old Merry-Go-Round 
and other innocent amusements, S. L. Burwell, chief of Mississippi Amusement 
‘Tax Division, is distributing a pamphlet which explains in minute detail the 
various ramifications contained in House Bil! No. 115. In addition to levying a tax 
of 1 cent for each 10-cent or fractional part thereof received as admission to any 


amusement (whether indoors or out- 
doors) each person contemplating oper- 
ating any form of amusement for which 
admission is charged must make applica- 
tion in writing to the State tax com- 
mission for a permit to operate and the 
application must be made upon form 
prescribed and furnished by the com- 
mission. 

The following are some excerpts from 
the bill, which is now law in Mississippi: 

Section 8, Any person who shall oper- 
ate a place of amusement or conduct an 
entertainment for which a permit is 
required before having first obtained 
the permit herein required and posted 
the same in accordance with the above 
provisions, shall be guilty of a mis- 
demeanor. However, any person may 
operate a place of amusement for a 
period of 10 days, after acquiring the 
same, with immunity from the above 
provisions, providing at the time of such 
acquisition or immediately thereafter, he 
has made application for the permit re- 
quired. 

Section 9. The State tax commission 
shall prescribe the form of tickets to be 
used by all places where amusements

are to be conducted subject to the tax 
herein imposed, wherever practicable, 
and said tickets shall be in such form 
that the tax due to the State of Missis- 
sippi may be readily computed. Each 
ticket shall show upon its face the sale 
price thereof and the amount of tax 
thereon and shall be numbered con- 
secutively. 

Section 10. Any person intending to 
sell tickets of admission subject to the 
tax imposed by this act, shall, imme- 
diately after purchase of and prior to 
the use or sale thereof, submit to the 
commission a duplicate invoice of such 
tickets, fully describing said tickets, and 
attach to said invoice a specimen or 
facsimile thereof. And any person using 
or selling any tickets of admission with- 
out first having submitted said invoice 
and description thereof to the com- 
mission as herein provided, shall be sub- 
ject to all the penalties hereinafter im- 
posed for use of improper tickets. 

Section 11. Every person conducting a 
place of amusement where tickets are 
sold subject to the tax herein imposed, 
shall file a monthly report with the 
commission, on or before the 10th day of 
each month, showing the number of 
tickets sold during the preceding month, 
giving the serial number of the first and 
last ticket included in said report and 
the value thereof. The commission shall 
keep a record in its office of the tickets 
reported as obtained for use and of the 
tickets reported as sold by numbers as 
reported by the person conducting the 
place of amusement, at the beginning 
and end of each month. 

Section 16. As each patron is admitted 
to a place of amusement his ticket shall 
be collected and immediately torn in 
two parts, approximately thru the center, 
and one-half given to the patron and 
the other half retained by the ticket 
taker, and when season tickets or tickets 
issued for two or more performances are 
used, the ticket taker shall punch or 
mark the tickets in such a way as to 
indicate the performance for which it 
is used and may return same to the 
holder. 

Section 22. Where performances or 
entertainments are conducted at the 
same place for a period of more than 
one day, but less than 30 days, the re- 
port and payment of taxes shall be made 


immediately after the termination of. 


such period, and in case of failure of 
any person to make a true and correct re- 
port and remittance in accordance with 
the provisions hereinbefore contained, 
the commission may make the same 
upon the best information obtainable, 
and assess the tax thereon, and add a 
penalty of 10 per cent and notify the 
taxpayer in such manner as it may deem 
proper under the circumstances. 
Section 28. No tax shall be levied or 
collected upon any admissions charged 
at any place of amusement operated 
solely for the benefit of any religious or 
charitable organization where the pro- 
ceeds of such admission do not inure 
to any one or more individuals; nor 
shall such tax apply to admissions 
charged at any athletic games or con- 
tests between high schools or gram- 
mar schools; nor to admissions to 
county, State or community fairs or 
entertainments presented in community 
homes or houses which are publicly 
owned and controlled and the proceeds 
of which do not inure to any individual 
or individuals, The exemptions allowed 
in this section shall not apply to athletic 
games or contests between universities 
or colleges, nor to amusements in which 
professional performers or promoters are 
employed or compensated out of the 
proceeds of such admissions received.

Oscar Lowande’s Record Book 
Mr. Hamilton, Mr. Brannon 
Plus Anderson and Meyerhoff 
Mr. Bernard Hits Circus Code

HE machines of the Pans and Praises 
Factory are unusually active this 
week. Aforesaid slams and boosts 

are divided into several categories, but 
we leave the division to the reader. 

Oscar Lowande, whose horsemanship 
merited applause in another era, refers 
to my descriptive comment on the 
Cristianis in the March 10 issue. This 
troupe, in case you don’t remember, will 
come from abroad to appear as a big 
riding feature on the Hagenbeck-Wallace 
Show this season. Mr. Lowande says 
there is no doubt that a full twister 
from horse to horse is a new and a great 
trick. He does not agree, however, that 
execution of a somersault from horse to 
horse running tandem and passing thru 
a hoop is new. He says that he himself 
completed this trick in 1903 on the 4- 
Paw Sells Show. Mr. Lowande draws up 
a chair and cites some other records. 
He completed a somersault thru a paper 
drum while the horse was leaping over a 
gate. Bert Johnson held the drum and 
the feat was performed in 1898. Johnny 
Rooney did a somersault from a horse 
to a cart behind the steed and a somer- 
sault from the cart to a horse running 
behind the cart. France Reed did a 
headstand on a running horse without 
the use of his hands, Curiously enough, 
I agree with everything that Mr. Lowande 
says. I because I have an ace in 
the hole, having learned the trick from 
the poker boys. The young fellow on 
the Cristiani contingent does the somer- 
sault from horse to horse to horse. My 
original article on the subject neglected 
to mention the third horse, tho my in- 
formant in London, where the act was 
caught, stated that very emphatically. 
In short, Mr. Lowande is correct and I 
was in error for oe important 
point which caused . Lowande’s 
repudiation.

_ “On the subject of codes—as now be- 
ing prepared, discussed, demanded, 
dictated and put in force with severe 
penalties threatened if not lived up to. 

. | contend it is arbitrarily forced 
on our business. 

“l am astounded that the members 


of the circus profession, for instance, 
are giving serious and apparently 
favorable consideration to the — 
of a code such as is being propose 
and will, if signed, become a binding 
obligation on every circus owner to 
conduct his business strictly in ac- 
cordance with arbitrary rules and 
regulations as to employment of labor 
and performers, hours, wages, age 
limits, etc., which constitute the code. 
Casual thought by any experienced 
circus owner or agent should imme- 
diately impress him with the danger 
that lurks behind such a binding 
obligation. The operation of a circus 
is entirely different from almost every 
other line of business. Weather, ac- 
cidents, shortage of labor, long hauls 
and innumerable possible happenings 
are in the routine. 

“Suppese it is decided that a 
maximum of 30, 36, or 48 hours a 
week holds for each trainman, canvas- 
man, property man and driver of a 
truck with a motorized show. It be- 
comes necessary on successive days to 
work all labor 18, 20 or even 24 hours 
a day to get on and off lots and give 
exhibition daily. When the labor crews 
have worked their allotted time for a 
day or for a week, where will the show 
find experienced men available to help 
take the place of the men who dare 
not put in more than the stipulated 
hours? This is only one of the com- 
plicated and absolutely certain condi- 
tions to be faced constantly, yet the 
owners are preparing to sign a code 
which they are liable to be compelled 
to violate the first day of the season.” 

Mr. Bernard is not a “Brain Truster,” 
but he most certainly knows the circus 

ame, having been jin it a long time. 

e started to vote in 1884, which gives 
you an idea. He knows what depres- 
sions are. He passed thru the panics 
of 1883-'84, 1893, 1907 and 1913-14. 
Is he right when he says in another 
part of his communication that “at 
no time during the serious panics of 
those years, with the unemployed, the 
needy and the distressed present in as 
great numbers as today, in proportion 
to population,” was it necessary for 
the government to waive its sworn 
duty or to pursue a policy of restric- 
tion such as is being forced on the 
citizenry? 

The maximum hours clause in the 
proposed code will be a sticker. If 
circus owners claim the “emergency” 
clause rights with respect to hours too 
regularly, which they probably will be 
forced to do, the case will cease to be 
one of emergency, but one of normalcy. 
Personally | don’t think so much of 
the hours business anyway. If a guy 
wants to work 50 hours a week, that’s 
his business, but | think he ought to 
get paid for it. If it becomes a matter 
of hiring more people and a 
each person to 40 or 48 hours, I’m al 
for such a plan. Let the labor boys 
work 48 hours, or 40, and have extra 
help ready for the emergencies which 
come up. Give the boys a living wage 
under the right kind of living condi- 
tions. If the circus owners make a 
little less money and labor makes more, 
1 think it will be quite okeh. Why not 
give the on-and-off-the-lot fraternity 
an opportunity to get a crack at the 
things in life they've been missing?

T’S GOOD news to learn that the ad- 
vance sale of tickets and inquiries for 
accommodations and registrations at 

the larger Chicago hotels indicate an 
incressed attendance at A Century of 


Progress over last year. Altho the open- 
ing date of the fair is more than two 
months distant, more than 800,000 tick- 
ets have been sold, which is nothing to 
sneeze at. 


This recails an article which appeared 
in this column last fall, after a visit to 
the fair, and in which I said, in part: 
“By the time the fair closes this year 
more than 22,000,000 will have passed 
thru the gates. Of this number it is 
reasonable to assume that each person 
visited the fair three times, which means 
approximately 7,000,000 new faces. As 
there are abcut 120,000,000 people in this 
country, and surely One-half of these 
would go to the fair if their pocketbooks 
permitted, it seems like a sure bet, with 
a continuance of improved business ccn- 
ditions, that the fair (with at least 53,- 
000,000 absolutely new faces to draw 
from) will go over just as big in 1934 
2S this year. The business Outlook at 
any rate is far more favorable than it 
Was when the plans for this year's fair 
were under way, with the depression 
making itself felt in 1930. It’s almost 
@ certainty, too, that with the many 
lessons learned this year it will be a bet- 
ter fair in 1934.” 


Speaking of a better fair, let’s hope 
that the officials give a little rmore 
thought to the midway, which this year 
will not be in the same spot, but on 
Northerly Island. As I peinted out in 
the same article to which I refer above: 
“Showmen complained atout the man- 
ner in which these shows were scattered 
about, and I would say they were justi- 
fied. The lighting on the midway is far 
from what it should be, and street deco- 
rations, such as pennants, bunting and 
flags that add materially to the spirit of 
fun, were conspicuously absent. A mid- 
way dressed up similar to the Avenue of 
Fiags, near the 12th street entrance. or 
an arrangement like the midway at the 
Canadian National Exhibition, Toronto, 
would have been much more appropriate. 
It is on the midway where people look 
for the real fun, and without the proper 
atmosy here the urge to gather and spend 
more freely is lessened.” 

There has been some kicking by show- 
men about the new location of the mid- 
way being too far away, and while this 
micht be a drawback, still if the crowds 
flock to the new location as they did the 
old spot, it will be an even greater 
feather in the cap of the showmen.

“With the use of these terms by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and General Hugh S. 
Johnson last summer they have assumed 
quasi-official meaning to designate un- 
fair practices in business. 


“*Chiseling’ has long had co!oquia! 
to define cheating or practices 
which border on dishonesty while re- 
maining within the law. In gangdom 
rival ‘beer barons’ who tried to do busi- 
ness outside of their own territories were 
accused of chiseling. The term was 
similarly used by gangsters who engaged 
in other rackets. 

“From its usage by the criminal ele- 
ments ‘chiseling’ hss advanced during 
the past year to the position of one of 
the most ccmmon!y wsed words of the 
present administration—fust 2s the ex- 
pression ‘trust-busting’ hecame the 
catch-word of the administration of 
Theodcre Roosevelt. 


“The word has a long history, Shake- 
speare having used it to describe car- 
pentry work with a chisel. In Winter’s 
Tale he vsed the following expression: 
‘What fine chisel could ever cut breath?’ 


“The original slang meaning of chis- 
eling, which appeared in England about 
1789, was ‘to cut a fine bargain’ or ‘to 
cheat.’ In this country the expression 
in its present meaning first came into 
common vse in the West during the 
gold rash of 1849. In a sinng dictionary 
which appeared itn 1891 it was defined 
@s ‘to cheat,” a meaning which was re- 
tained in an English dictionary issued 
last year. 

“The forms of chiseling are many and 
the epithet ‘chiseler’ has been applied 
to a terge variety of wrong-doers. In 
fact, its colloquial applications range 
from usage to designate anything from 
outright fraud to minor discomforts—

Code Financing 
Is Considered 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—With two 
weeks devoted to criticism of the NRA 
and to discussion by code authcrities, 
the questions of code compfiance and 
enforcement, as well as financing code 
authorities, received due consideration. 
Obedience to codes, a worrisome NRA 
problem, was gone over at length during 
the sessions. Donald R. Richberg, coun- 
sel for the NRA, said compliance to codes 
should be voluntary and compulsion 
uSed only in isolated cases. 

Several industrial spokesmen said that 
funds to finance code authorities must 
be mede compulsory. Others took the 
stand that the law should be amended 
to provide more authority. One trade 
representative said a ruling by the NRA 
legal staff stopped effcrts of his code 
authority to enforce collection of code 
assessments. Another asked that indus- 
= be licensed to secure compliance with 

les. 

One representative said his trade had 
found a code authority costs more to 
operate than had been expected. Re- 
quests were also made for State laws to 
assist in enforcing codes without having 
to apply to federal agencies. 


New Pin Game Designed 
To Boost Repeat Play 


CHICAGO, March 17.—Right on the 
heels of Register machine, which is re- 
ported to be gaining widespread favor, 
comes a new machine out of the big 
Gottlieb plant called Relay.

State Assistance 
For Codes Grows 


WASHINGTON, March 17.—The move- 
ment for State legislation on codes of 
fair competition, to strengthen the fed- 
eral laws, is growing slowly, according 
to reports. California, one of the first 
States to respond to the suggestion of 
the administration for State aid, has dis- 
covered that present code provisions in 
that State need amending 

Governor Blood of Utah has requested 
aruggists to put price schedules and 
mark-up scales in the State retail codes. 
An experience in the operation of State 
codes is given in the instance of the Wis- 
consin State code for cleaners and dyers. 
An official claims that quicker action 
against price cutters is possible with 
State codes than under federal ma- 
chinery becavse protests are refeired to 
district attorneys. About 30 organiza- 
tions in Wisconsin are planning to sub- 
mit State codes. 

A bill for the State enforcement of 
national codes is before the Texas Legis- 
lature, but it has not been acted upon. 
West Virginia has passed the model bill 
for supporting the NRA by State law. 
In Massachusetts State support of the 
NRA codes is in the midst of political 
turmoil.

Supreme Court of Arkansas put an end

ments against the publisher and editor of 


The Pine Bluff Commercial were quashed 


by the Supreme Court decision. The Supreme Court, in an opinion written by 
Justice Turner Butler, stated the editorial for which contempt charges had been 
brought could be interpreted in two ways, and added that “a denial under oath 


of want of intent will purge a contempt 
arising from language used in publishing 
articles which are susceptible to two 
interpretations. It is undoubtedly a 
tradition of the press of this country 
that it has unanimously upheld and 
maintained respect for the judiciary.” 


The Supreme Court thus reversed the 
Jefferson Circuit Court and ordered the 
judgments quashed. E. W. Freeman, 
publisher, and Walter B. Sorrells, editor 
of The Pine Bluff newspaper, were re- 
lieved of the $100 fine assessed upon 
each by Circuit Judge T. G. Parham for 
publication of an editorial criticizing the 
seizure of pin games and other devices 
in Pine Bluff. 


Case Is Reviewed 


From the time the court proceedings 
first developed it was reported to the 
coin-machine trade in The Billboard as 
a case that might assume national im- 
portance in newspaper circles and one 
of special interest to the coin-machine 
trade. The case was instituted at Pine 
Bluff with the citing for contempt of 
E. W. Freeman, publisher, and Walter 
B. Sorrells, editor, for an editorial writ- 
ten by Sorrells which appeared in the 
October 31 issue of the afternoon paper, 
These gentlemen were ordered to appear 
in court to show why they should not 
be held in contempt for the editorial 
referring to a recent confiscation of pin 
games. Acting on a petition by Prosecut- 
ing Attorney E. W. Brockman, Judge

Parham ordered the newspapermen to 
appear in court November 14. 

The editorial was published October 
31 after officers here had seized several 
marble machines. The prosecutor charged 
that the editorial reflected upon the 
court. 

Several days before seizure of the 
machines Judge Parham notified oper- 
ators that slot machines would have to 
be removed. Slot machines generally 
were removed, but several marble ma- 
chines were left in operation and were 
confiscated. 

Sorrells in his daily “What Do You 


* Think” editorial column said that the 


must be removed, the warning had not 
been issued before the owners had paid 
the licenses. 


Mr. Freeman and Mr. Sorrells in their 
answer to the charge of contempt made 
a categorical denial. 


Case Gains Attention 


The newspapermen were given two 
weeks to appeal the case, and while they 
were planning an appeal the case began 
to assume national interest as the news- 
papers of the country took notice of the 
issues involving the freedom of the 
press. Editor and Publisher, leading trade 
paper in the newspaper field, devoted 
practically two columns to the story of 
the contempt case, showing photographs 
of Mr. Freeman and Mr. Sorrells. 


The editorial which brought about 
contempt proceedings was prominently 
displayed on the front page of the Octo- 
ber 31 issue of The Pine Bluff Com- 
mercial. Editor Sorrells stated that 
games which had been licensed by both 
State and city should not have been 
seized without warning and proper con- 
demnation in court. There are no in- 
dications that Mr. Sorrells had any spe- 
cial interest in coin machines; his 
editorial seems to have been prompted 
by a desire to see fair play. It is prob- 
ably the most emphatic case on record 
of a newspaper defending the rights and 
privileges of operators of coin machines. 


Editorial Is Emphatic 


The editorial stated tersely that “this 
paper does not advocate the violation 
of any law. 


“Unfortunately, there are many laws

operators of the machines had paid that should never have been passed and 


their State and city licenses on such 
devices and had not been given suffi- 
cient warning that they came under the 
ban. 


On November 16 Messrs. Freeman and 
Sorrells were fined $100 each by Circuit 
Judge T. G. Parham for contempt of 
court for the publication of the edi- 
torial Giseussing the confiscation of the 
marble machines. 

The newspapermen gave notice thru 
their attorney, N. J. Gantt Jr., that they 
would appeal to the Supreme Court. 

A hearing on the contempt charges 
was held and Judge Parham took the 
case under advisement, His decision 
was given in an eight-page document 
which reviewed the history of the case 
at length and concluded with the fol- 
lowing: 

“The court is clearly of the opinion, 
under the authorities and in reason, 
that the publication complained of is 
in contempt of court. 

“It does not think it is a matter 
that calls for. the assessment of any 
excessive penalties. In view of respond- 
ents’ disclaimer and disavowal of any 
intent to be contemptuous and of their 
expression of respect; and regard for the 
court and the judge thereof, it is be- 
lieved a fine of $100 against each of 
them will be sufficient to serve the ends 
of justice. It is so ordered.” 

Altho not advocating gambling, Sor- 


rells said in the editorial that the own-, 


ers of the machines had paid State and 
city licenses on them and that while 
they had been warned by Judge Parham 
a few days before that all slot machines 


should be repealed. 


“However, spasmodic enforcement of 
any law will accomplish nothing. We do 
not blame the officers for taking up the 
marble machines. 


“Regardless of how they might feel 
personally about it, they are officers of 
the court and cannot do otherwise. 

“Lack of continuity of effort or in- 
sistency in the enforcement of the law 
does much to encourage violation, how- 
ever. 

“For instance, the State of Arkansas 
comes along and levies a tax on marble 
machines. In other words, the State 
gives the operator a license to do busi- 
ness. Bluntly speaking, the State licenses 
the violation of this specific law. 

“The city of Pine Bluff, not to be 
outdone, levies an additional tax on the 
machines, and the Circuit Court comes 
along and has them confiscated. 

“This is not a criticism of Judge Par- 
ham’s action. But somewhere down the 
line law enforcement agencies should 
get together. 

“It is unfair and unjust to charge the 
operators a State and city license, then 
fine them for operating them and con- 
fiscate the machines. 

“It is true that a warning was issued. 
But it is not true that the warning was 
issued before the State and city licenses 
were paid. And that is where incon- 
sistency in the enforcement of the law 
works a hardship, If it had been the 
practice to take up marble machines 
before, few operators would have paid a 
State and city license. 

has never been any concerted 


drive to rid the county of such ma- 
chines before, hence they were led to be- 
lieve that inaction on the part of law 
enforcement agencies justified them. 

“The fair thing to do would be to 
state plainly that hereafter and hence- 
forth the operation of all such machines 
will be prohibited and the machines, 
together with the money contained in 
them, returned to the operators. Before 
the operators lose, and few if any can 
afford to lose, the law enforcement 
agencies should establish a fixed policy 
in regard to such es and stick 
to it. 


“Few people in Pine Bluff would ob- 
ject to the indiscriminate enforcement 
of all laws. But they should know that 
they are subject to arrest and fine when 
they do violate them. They should not 
be led to believe by inaction on the part 
of the enforcement agencies that they 
are safe in paying a State and city 
license, then lose the amount of the tax 
as well as the privilege of making a little 
money by a sudden impulse on the part 
of the enforcement agencies. 

“We have observed closely Judge Par- 
ham’'s official actions since he has been 
on the bench and we are satisfied that 
the people in the district that he serves 
have found him fair and impartial, but 
he must see how unfair it is to force 
these operators to pay a State and city 
license, then confiscate their money as 
well as machines, since they were not 
warned before the license was paid that 
a law that seemingly has been ignored 
by laymen 4s well as officers would Sud- 
denly pe enforced. 


“If the marble-machine law, whatever 
it might be, is going to be enforced 
rigidly against all alike in every town in 
the district, well and good. We're for 
such action, because by strictly enforc- 
ing such laws some acts, conceded to be 
merely nuisances, might be repealed. 
But if that is to be the policy of the 
law-enforcement agencies, then let’s give 
the merchants who are having a pretty 
hard struggle a fair warning. We're sure 
if it is made clear that such will be the 
policy of the officers hereafter there will 
be no marble machines in Pine Bluff. 

“What do you think?” 

Altho the case was closely followed by 
the coin machine trade, no official ac- 
tion was taken, in order not to embarrass 
the newspaper men during the progress 
of their appeal. A prominent manufac- 
turer suggested at a meeting of manu- 
facturers that the trade should express 
appreciation in some appropriate way for 
the fairness of the editorial. The new 
emphasis on public relations and favor- 
able publicity for coin machines will 
probably focus greater attention upon 
Mr. Sorrell’s editorial as a landmark in 
0 aaa publicity on amusement de- 
vices,

The machine they wanted 
to play was that machine which, as be- 
fore stated, they could play the longest 
period of time for the smallest amount 
of money. It is well known that it was 
not necessary tO pay rcwards on coin- 
operated games in order to secre large 
play. This was altogether unheard of 
before this depression and leisure-time 
age. Older operators were amazed at 
this fact. It is easily explained. The 
player did not have sufficient money to 
procure his amusement elsewhere. He 
was vnable to afford the amount of 
money necessary to go fishing, go hunt- 
ing, go dancing, traveling or what not. 

But he did have a few nickels that he 
was os to play into a coin-operated 


Now from the merchant’s viewpoints. 
There was a time before the depression 
(and all cold operators and manufac- 
turers remember it) when the busy 
merchant and the man who owned the 
nice drug store on the corner wculd no 
more have thought of taking up his 
valuable time to attend a coin-operated 
machine than he would have thought of 
doing something else entirely foreign to 
his tegular line of business. The de- 
pression changed this. This merchant 
was willing to do anything in order to 
britig the income into his store. He 
Spent most of his time with coin-oper- 
ated devices. He moved furniture to 
make room for them. 

BUT NOW THE DEPRESSION IS 


OVER. 

This potential player, mentioned 
@bove, no longer has hours to spend 
playing any kind of a game. His leisure 
now is limited to his evening hours and 
possibly a short lunch hour. The tempo 
of his mind has changed. Where for- 
merly it was attuned to slow thinking, 
Slow acting, depression times, it is now 
pulsing with thoughts and new ideas. 
Just the same as in the years previous 
to the depression, he is thinking about 
new methods of making money in his 
own business; new ways in which he 
wishes to advertise his products; new 
expansion programs for his own business, 
His mind is full of his own business. 
The amusement that is going to appeal 
to this man is that kind of amusement 
that requires the least amount of men- 
tal effort. That kind of amusement 
that gives him the fastest action for 
his inoney. He now has money and he 
wishes to spend it, and he requires im- 
mediate and fast action. 

Is this man going to spend 15 min- 
utes’ time in order to spend five cents? 
No. He wants to spend a dollar in that 
length of time and he is naturally going 
to play a machine that is going to give 
him this sort of action. Therefore, to 
sum vp, so far as the 1934 player is con- 
cerned, he demands the following in a 
coin-operated machine: 


1. It must be amusing, but must 
be simple and require no mental 
effort on the part of this fast- 
eae. and prosperous player. 

is player has been edu- 
cated to receive a reward in the 
event he is successful in the op- 

eration of this game. The 1934 

game must pay out rewards. 

3. This game must be fast and 
the player must be able to play 
goodly sums in, the short periods 
of leisure time which he has. 

Now from the merchant’s viewpoint 
when times are better. Is_ this 
man going to take time from a 
business that is showing him a nice 
profit and is demanding all of his at- 
tention, and devote this time to some- 
thing that is foreign to his own busi- 
Dess? No. This merchant's reactior. to 
coin-operated games in 1934 is going 
to be much the same as the 1944 player. 


With the single exception that the 1934 
merchant is going to demand machines 
that take care of themselves without 
bis yersonal supervision, unless that 
machine is placed in such a place that 
it requires very little of his efforts to 
make quite a sum of money. In my 
opinion, if it is necessary to place a 
machine on a stand in a place of busi- 
ness, while the merchant is in some 
other part of the store (the merchant 
has his ordinary activities in his store), 
then it is going to be necessary for this 
machine to entirely take care of itself. 
The pin games with automatic payouts 
seem to answer this question pretty 
thoroly so far as pin games are con- 
cerned. 

The Exhibit Supply Company will con- 
struct only two kinds of games for 1934 
—those games that, when placed away 
from the merchant’s attention in his 
store, are entirely self-contained and 
take care of all necessary playing oper- 
ations by themselves. The only thing 
necessary for the merchant to do is to 
make change, which he is harpy to do. 
The other type of games we are concen- 
trating on for this new area of tre- 
mendous play is the counter-game type. 
We are constructing small games of a 
size that will fit in the most profitable 
spot in the store immediately adjacent 


to the cash register. There games are 
fast in their operation and are capable 
of taking in many dollars per hour. 


As a result of our widespread survey 
of the facts, we are concentrating on 
manufacturing machines designed to 
meet the requirements of the merchant, 
player and operator of this 1934 season.

Harry Carey was general manager of 
the Robinsen Billposting Company in 
Philadelphia when the Ringling Show 
first invaded the East.

CHICAGO, March 17.—Chicago is the 
peanut capital of the world, according 
to The Chicago Tribune, having firms 
that supply not only the general trade 
demand for peanuts but also a large por- 
tion of the nuts used in penny vending 
machines. The city can also lay claim 
to probably the largest independent op- 
erator of peanut vending machines. 

Of the 382 million pounds shipped 
last year from producing centers Chicago 
received 129 million or about one-third 
of the nation’s total, according to Mar- 
vin Wood, vice-president of the Brown- 
Edwards Company, which handles about 
a@ twelfth of the country’s shipments, 

Twenty-five per cent went directly to 
the salted nut trade, which processes 
the nut for edible use. Thirty per cent 
was made into peanut butter, the yearly 
volume of which approximates $40,000,- 
600 for the nation, a third of which is 
Chicago’s share, and 45 per cent was 
ised by candy manufacturers. 

More than’ 18,000 workers of the na- 
tion’s 50,000 employed in the candy 
manufacturing trade are located here. 
And a large proportion of the candy 
produced, particularly candy bars, in 
which this city also takes first place, 
has peanuts as the basic ingredient. 

Chicago’s candy production last year 
aggregated $50,000,000 of a national 
total of $181,000,000. Federal luxury 
taxes of $3,600,000 ‘Were assessed 
against this total. Estimates of the 
number of employees in the peanut but- 
ter and salted nut industries are not 
available but here, too, they run into 
thousands. 

In the south many more thousands 
are dependent on the nut for their live- 
lihood. Last year production was said 
to have exceeded a billion pounds. That 
the product is assuming a greater place 
commercially is seen in the figures for 
1922, when Only 88,000,000 pounds were 
produced. Georgia leads in production 
with 275,000,000 pounds, surpassing the 
Alabama crop by about 2,300,000. Vir- 
ginia, long the industry’s leader, stepped 
back to fourth place last season, produc- 
ing only 120,400,000 pounds, while North 
Carolina weighed in approximately 


Stable Cigaret Prices 
Is Help to Venders 


DETROIT, March 17. — The Detroit 
Coin Machine Exchange and the Peer- 
less Automatic Sales Company have 
moved to 1271C Woodrow Wilson avenue. 
The new quarters 2re in a modern store- 
room. Business is reported good by both 
companies, which shace shop and office 
space but are not otherwise affiliated. 

F. E. Turner, president of the Michi- 
gan AMA, made a bustoess trip into 
Cleveland and other Ohio ‘erritory for 
five days just prior to the annual meet- 
ing of the association in Detroit. He 
returned Saturday morning, however, in 
time for the meeting. 

Receipts frorm cigaret machines have 
been helped by the standardization of 
prices, according to Morris Davis, cf the 
Michigan Vending Company. The com- 
pany has never cut the prices on the 
15-cent package, he says, and as a ie- 
sult the cut prices in many retail stores 
was hurting their business. Stabiliza- 
tion of wholesale prices has eliminated a 
lot of the competition from retail stores 
selling at 10 cents. 


Chain Store Tax Is Up 


NEW YORK, March 17-——A hearing 
was held at the City Hall this week on 
@ proposed city license tax on chain 
stores. Chain stores were assailed as 
ruthless price cutters and as the enemy 
of the small business man. The chain 
stores had ready a defense of their meth- 
Ods and of service rendered to low-in- 
come consumers. 

In a@ number of cases it has been 
necessary for operators of merchandising 
machines to obtain special interpreta- 
tions of chain store tax laws in order 
to be exempted from the tax. 


Cig. Venders Go 
In Restaurants 


DETROIT, March 17.—Business is very 
steady, reports Abraham Bello, manager 
of the Vendo Cigaret Company, 9132 
Oakland avenue. Bello has been exper- 
imenting with beer gardens for loca- 
tions for the selective type cigaret ven- 
ders which he operates, but he finds 
that this is not as good a location 4s 
the ordinary restaurant. 

“Gardens are insufficiently patronized. 
With a condition of unemployment still 
general, patronage is relatively low. In 
@ny case, the gardens are no good until 
efter 8 o’clock in the evening. During 
the day there are no patrons in them 
On the other hand a restaurant remains 
open from 6 or 7 o’clock in the morning 
—12 hours longer than the garden, and 
two or three times as long. The crowds 
may not be su great at one time—altho 
the noon an‘ evening crowds will usual- 
ly be high—but they are steady. Pa- 
trons are ready for a cigaret after a 
meal, but they will not always want 
them with their drinks, On the aver- 
age the play is greater in the restaurants 
than in the gardens, a check of our own 
locations of both types show.”

DETROIT, March 17. — Joseph J. 
Schermack, Inc., is developing several 
new types of machines, to be placed on 
the market as soon as the spring season 
shows signs of a pickup.

one who desires to make a success in 
the business. 

The first and most important re- 
quirement is the machine. It must be 
made by a reliable, well-established 
company of many years’ standing, so 
that you will know that any parts or 
repairs will always be available. It 
must be a modern machine with all of 
the up-to-date operating features, such 
as attractive sales-impelling appear- 
ance, ability to vend all bulk products, 
protection from slugs and a sturdy, 
dependable yet simple mechanism. 
Most of the failures in the penny 
vending field can be laid to the fact 
that some operators thought that a 
cheaply constructed, low-priced machine 
would be just as good, and this is where 
they make their mistake. The day is 
past when any machine, regardless of 
construction or appearance, can obtain a 
paying volume of merchandise sales. 

After the machine is decided upon 
the location is the next important con- 
sideration. Locations for penny venders 
are plentiful in nearly every community, 
and there is not the trouble in securing 
satisfactory spots for these machines as 
there is for the large games or chance 
devices. 

A list of profitable machine locations 
can be had from any manufacturer, but 
the only sure method of finding the 
worth of the selected spot is to give it 
a fair trial. The trial period usually 
covers four to six weeks, and during this 
time various kinds of merchandise 
should be used to ascertain the product 
most popular with the class of people 
who frequent the place. In a surpris- 
ingly large percentage of cases the mere 
changing Of the machine to a different 
spot in the same location will increase 
sales considerably. Counters are good 
locations, but sometimes they cannot be 
used, so brackets and stands are avail- 
able for the next best results. The 
advantages of an all-product vender 
make possible the securing of many 
locations that will not justify a ma- 
chine vending only one product, because 
if the product does not sell the machine 
must be moved. Whereas with an all- 
product vender you have a selection of

Sales Tax Is Problem 


DETROIT, March 17. — The cigaret 
venders are hard hit by the 3 per cent 
Michigan sales tax, one of the highest 
in the country, according to Albert A. 
Wineman, of the Mechanical Sales Com- 
pany. It is an imposition upon a tax 
already added by the federal govern- 
ment, according to Wineman. 


“Retail stores are able to pass it on, 
but the vending machine operator can- 
not do so. This is especially hard upon 
cigaret venders because of the fixed mar- 
gin, since the tax must be absorbed out 
of this slim margin of profit.’’ Possi- 
bility of an exemption for vending ma- 
chines from the retail tax exists, he 
thinks, provided price stabilization is 
assured.

Commerce informed the city council it felt that such a tax would prove a hard- 


ship to some small merchants. The 
failure to pass the license ordinance fol- 
lowed an effort covering several weeks, 
during which a “give-and-take” icy 
had been followed by the city officials 
and the operators of coin machines. City 
Officials had asked for legal information 
which would help in differentiating be- 
tween chance machines and skill devices, 
The leading operator of digger machines 
here had favored the licensing of ma- 
chines, and also suggested that the dif- 
ferent types of machines should be 
brought before the police department 
for approval before being placed on loca- 
tions in the city. 


Suggests Arbitration 


NEW YORK, March 17. -—— Malcolm 
Muir, former NRA division administrator 
and under whose supervision the coin- 
Machine manufacturers’ code rested for 
a long time, recommended in a radio 
address recently that the principle of 
commercial arbitration be used by cede 
authorities to speed up recovery. The 
adress was under the auspices of the 
Americar. Arbitartion Association, an or- 
ganization for the purpose of promoting 
arbitration in civil and commercial dis- 


putes. 

“An infinite number and kind of dis- 
Putes are bound to arise,” Mr. Muir 
stated, “not only in reference to these 
practices within an industry, but also as 
they affect competitive industries and 
seller-buyer relations. Arbitration is an 
instrument of good vill and there jis an 
immediate need to strengthen good will 
within each industrial group that oper- 
ates under a cde.” 


Report Orders Piling Up 


CHICAGO, March 17.—Nearly 5,000 or- 
ders for the Sportsman, new pay-out pin 
table released by O. D. Jennings & Com- 
pany during the 1934 Coin Machine Ex- 
position, bave already been received, ac- 
cording to Sales Manager H. J. Burras. 

Production is being speeded up to 
meet the increasing demands, and an 
extra factory force has almost doubled 
daily output within the last few days. 


Tax Bill Rushed Thru 


RICHMOND, Va., March 17.—In the 
Tush hours of its final work the Vir- 
— legislature passed a slot machine 

x bill, imposing a tax of $25 per ma- 
chine ,and $1,000 on the operators of 
such machines per year. Introduced as 
a@ small revenue measure, the bill was 
amended at the last minute. Provision 
is made in the bill also that local gov- 
ernments may impose additional taxes. 

The bill as passed exempts amusement 
machines of definite skill types.

and entertainers. If this scheme can be 
made successful it will destroy the pur- 
pose of the entire act. 

“In my opinion the representative act- 
ing in Michigan for foreign agencies not 
licensed is guilty of a felony. The act 
is broad and specific. It provides that 
‘the term theatrical employment agency 
@s used in this act means the business 
of conducting an agency, bureau or of- 
fice for the purpose of procuring or of- 
fering, promising or attempting to pro- 
vide engagements for circus, vaudeville, 
theatrical or other entertainments or ex- 
hibitions or performances, or of giving 
information as to where such engage- 
ments may be procured cr provided.” 

“It is obvious that any rerson, 
whether a representative of a foreign 
agency or not, who even gives informa- 
tion as to where such engagements may 
be procured or provided withcut first 
securing a license from this department, 
giving the requisite bond for the pro- 
tection of the public and the enter- 
tainers, is guilty of a felony, and ‘7c will 
proceed in accordance with this opinion 
against this class of violators.” 

In further explanation and interpreta- 
tion of the attitude of the department, 
John Marolf, deputy administrator, in 
direct charge of agencies, asserted 
that the department intended “to make 
Michigan a haven for acts, not a place 
where they get stranded.” 


Question of Intent 


Section two of the basic Act 321 
(1929) is relied upon to define the right 
of the State to require a license from 
anyone operating in the State, regard- 
less of their headquarters, which may be 
in another State. According to Mr. 
Marolf, the general “inter.t and purpose” 
of the Legislature in passing the act and 
the purport of the act as a whole rather 
than any specific mention of foreign 
agencies will be relied upon in legal pro- 
ceedings. 

The act is being construed to a 
even to representatives temporarily in 
Michigan. So long as the business is 
conducted in this State and the job is 
located here license is to be required. 
Absence of a recognized office will not 
exempt from the penalty. The question 
was raised of booking done entirely »y 
correspondence, and this was waived by 
Mr. Marolf for court decision, but it 
was pointed out that nearly all booking 
involves personal contact, even with 
telephone connections. 


The position of the labor department 
is being backed up by the Wayne Coun- 
ty prosecutor’s office. Assistant Prose- 
cutor I. A. Capizzi has assumed charge 
and is preparing to issue warrants in 
any cases disclosed by Mr. Marolf. Pen- 
alty is a fine of not less than $300 and 
possible imprisonment. 


Lower Fees Paid 


The labor department is not inter- 
ested in the fee, according to Mr. Marolf, 
but in the bond cf $1,000 for perform- 
ance of pay-or-play contracts. The li- 
cense fee 1s $200 for Detroit and provor- 
tionately less for smaller cities. Until 
recent months every agency licensed in 
Michigan has paid the Detroit fee. There 
are now 10 licensed Michigan agents in 
Detroit and two in the suburbs of De- 
troit paying lower license fees. 

The active enforcement of the new 
interpretation has already begun One 
Chicago agent was apprehended Thurs- 
day evening in his hotel room by Mr. 
Marolf, but released when he proved 
that he had made arrangements to do 
-~ Michigan booking thru a local of- 
ice. 

Arrest faces another Dlinois agent, ac- 
cording to Mr. Marolf, if he appears in 
Michigan, for actual stranding of acts 
a few weeks ago. The benefit of the 
enforcement to the actor was proved 
this week when a Detroit agency was 
forced to pay an act when the beer gar- 
den which had engaged the team failed 
to pay off. 

Even when the pay-or-play contract is 
not actually signed because the detail 
work on small jobs is frequently over- 
looked, the acts have reccurse against 
the agency bond, according to Mr. 
Marolf, inasmuch as the threat of li- 
cense revocation can be made against 
the office if such contracts are not 
properly kept in cach case.

Lane Appeals to 
Local Operators 


GRAND RAPIDS, Mich., March 17.— 
Operators of legitimate devices are being 
urged to join the Michigan AMA in this 
territory by L. L. Lane, State secretary- 
treasurer, in order to protect their in- 
terests here. The city commission has 
gone on record as favoring adverse legis- 
lation and has instructed the city at- 
torney to prepare an amendment to the 
city ordinances to become effective May 
1, which will be drastic on certain types 
of machines. 

Lane says there ate more than 25 
operators in the Grand Rapids territory 
who could band together for mutual 
good. Grand Rapids has a very small 
representation in the Michigan AMA and 
he is desirous of getting added numbers 
before undertaking a program of action. 
A letter has gone out from Lane’s office 
to Operators not now members offering 
to waive the $5 entrance fee if they 
pay a full year’s dues of $10 in advance 
and attend the annual meeting of the 
State organization in session in Detroit 
today. 

The Michigan AMA is primarily con- 
cerned with merchandise venders, Lane 
said. but operators of amusement ma- 
chines are welcomed, also operators of 
slot machines may join. Operators of 
slot machines must fight their own 
battles. The distinction between types 
of machines will be explained to city 
commissioners, he said, in an effort to 
defeat proposed legislation. 


Strong Attack Made on 
Proposed Sales Tax 


ALBANY, N. Y., March 17.—In the 
public hearing and demonstration on 
the proposed 2 per cent sales tax bill a 
14-point list of Objections to the sales 
tax idea was widely used. 

The objections stated were: 1—The 
sales tax will cost every wage earner 
about one week's pay a year. 2—It will 
raise prices. 3-—It hits poor people 
hardest. 4—Its collection will be a 
nuisance. 5—It will be expensive to 
collect. 6—It will drive business out of 
the State. 7—It will drive many small 
storekeepers into bankruptcy. 8—It will 
increase unemployment. 9—It will not 
help real estate. 10—The sales tax bill 
will relieve the holders of municipal 
bonds. 11—It will encourage tax eva- 
sion. 12—It wilt discourage municipal 
economy 13—It is universally con- 
cemned. 14—Once 4 sales tax, always 
a sales tax. 


Canadian Drug Stores 


MONTREAL, March 17.—Drug_ stores 
in Canada have never attained pop- 
ularity as locations for amusement ma- 
chines as in the United States. A bill 
before the Quebec assembly would 
further limit drug stores to strictly drug 
lines’ and accessories. The bill came 
from the phermaceutical trade, promis- 
ing that they would abandon the sale 
of icc cream, cigarets and other side 
lines. The bill would place the drug 
trade under strict rules and would ex- 
clude any possibility of drug stores be- 
coming the popular locations they are 
in the United States.

25 to 30 different items that you can 
use, thereby keeping the location. The 
commission to locations for merchandise 
vending machine is 20 per cent, never 
over 25 per cent. It is better to move 

@ machine than pay a higher amount. 
After a machine is properly located 
the question of what merchandise to 
use pops up, and the answer depends 
@ whole lot on the type of location. 
For instance, in taverns, roadhouses or 
any drinking place it is natural that 
salted nuts will be preferred. Peanuts 
can be used, but your éales will be 
greatly increased by using pecans, 
mixed nuts, pistachios, cashews, etc. 
Factories, office buildings, restaurants, 
theaters, restrooms and like locations 
will prefer confections, such as choco- 
late-covered mints, peanuts or coconut 
cubes, spice gum drops, after-dinner 
mints, candy-coated raisins, etc. In kid 
locations a mixture of candies, jelly 
beans, Boston baked beans, burnt pea- 

nuts and Others will find a dandy sale. 
But here again many make a fatal 
mistake. Don’t use cheap merchandise. 
You may save a penny or two a pound 
using a quality merchandise that 
you would not eat yourself, but you 
will never develop a profitable route of 
machines by this method. Use the 
highest quality products you can buy 
even if you have to give slightly smaller 

portions. It will pay in the long run. 
There are many different methods of 
servicing the machines and most opera- 
tors have their own ideas about them. 


you do not interfere 
with the location’s business. If such is 
the case, take the machine to a back 
room or to your car for the filling and 
cleaning. Some operators put up their 
merchandise in. paper bags and fill the 
machine from them. Others fill their 
machine direct from the container the 
merchandise comes in or from a spe 
cially made container to fit their own 
requirements. Make it a point to clean 
the machine thoroly at each servicing, 
for it is the clean, tempting vender that 
gets the business. Some operators carry 
a supply of clean globes with them so 
that they can replace very dirty globes 
without delay on the route. The dirty 
globes are then cleaned at night and 
are ready for the same procedure next 
day. It is also a good idea to carry 
one or two extra machines with you, 
so that if any of the machines you 
service have been tampered with you 
will not have to waste time repairing 
them while on your route. The extra 
machine can be placed on the location 
and the disabled machine looked over 
later. 

The biggest asset an operator can have 
is a cheerful disposition, for a big smile 
at the end of the day as well as at 
the beginning means a great deal in the 
building up and the maintaining of a 
profitable, soundly established route.—

(Continued frum page 57) 
machine industry happened during tne 
conferences. “The conferences were very 
impressive from the fact that so many 
representatives of business were together 
to consider general problems. I think 
we iearned something and also that the 
government officials learned a lot. Tt 
will be some time before the government 
has time to digest all the suggestions 
made tn order to announce recommenda- 
tions or a general program. 


“It was generally expected that the 
government would issue an order cutting 
the hours of labor, but we convinced 
the government that this was impos- 
sible, I think. The general outlook was 
optimistic, altho the problems were 
serious. I think the representatives of 
code authorities there felt that the 
American people will yet find a way out 
of present business difficulties.”

as for instance a driver who takes up 
too much of the road 

“National Recovery Administration of- 
ficials describe their program as hav- 
Ing among its objectives the elimination 
of chiseling in business. NRA codes 
mention the practice of giving secret 
rebates as one of the major forms of 
chiseling. Many ccdes regulate this 
practice, thus preventing an individual 
firm from obtaining unfair edvantages 
over another. 


“False marking or branding; misrepre- 
senting or false and mislecding adver- 
tising: defamation of a competitor; com- 
mercial bribery; piracy of trade-mark; 
giving Of prizes, premiums or gifts, ond 
piracy of design are other ‘chiseling’ de- 
vices which the codes attempt to regu- 
late. 


“Misbranding, false labeling and false 
information concerning the quality of 
merchandise are examples of ‘chiseling’ 
in business which have particularly af- 
fected the consumer. 


“Storekeepers in the past have been 
often guilty of ‘chiseling.’ Various de- 
vices have been used tc give the ccon- 
sumer the impression he was buying su- 
perior merchandise when in reality he 
was buying an inferior or substitute 
product. 

“The public works program has opened 
up the possibility of many varieties of 
‘chiseling’ Collusive bidding, in which 
@ number of manufacturers combine to 
submit the same bids, is one of the most 
common forms. 

“Skimping or the use of inferior ma- 
terials as a substitute for other materials 
called for in the contract is another. 
Still another device employed by un- 
Scrupvlous contractors seeking to in- 
crease their profits is the ‘kick-back 
racket.” By this means the employer ap- 
parently pays his workmen the regula- 
tion wages, but secretly he forces them 
to give back part of their pay. 

“Unfair practices to which the term 
‘chiseling’ has been applicd have been 
reported in a number of CWA projects. 
These range from the use of CWA proj- 
ects to the advantage of local politicians 
by their maneuvering to place men in 
jobs to the use of CWA projects for pri- 
vate financial gain. ‘Loading’ or ‘pad- 
ding’ of pay rolls has occurred ir a 
number of places. 

“*Chiseling’ in hich official circles has 
taken the ferm of undue pressure 
brought to bear upon legislators by vari- 
ous lobbyists and the use of tnderhand 
practices to gain governmental fevors. 

“The most common usage of the ex- 
pressicn recently has been to define the 
violators of the code agreement—the 
manufacturers who tho they signed 
agreements to observe certain hours and 
wages for labor have consistentiv vio- 
lated them. 

“To the outlawry of this sort of ‘chis- 
eling’ the NRA meeting of code au- 
thorities was dedicated.”
